lIriti^l 1 national in India includes any 
jierson being a Hritish nationul who rc- 
% ^ Mdcr- or carries on business in India and

RESOLUTION. 


No. 4737.'— In their Resolution No. 1223, dated the 20th April 1920, the 
Oovernmentof India appointed a Committee, with Hr. U.N. lleHcltine, G.LE., as 
President, to enquire into and report upon the conditions of surviee of the non- 
gazettod supervisory, clerical, sort ini;, delivery, and menitil establishments 
employed in the Postal Branch, acb subordinate est tblishmeuts of the 
Tetegraph Branch, including telephone sttiiT, ns had not been dealt with by the 
Telegraph Committee, 1920. By their terms of reference tho Committee wore 
specially requested to examine the rates of pay and allowHuccs of the above 
classes of nfdoials, tho hours of duty, and the principles^ which have been laid 
down for Axing the strength of the stall. Tho licst portion of tho Report of the 
Committee which deals with the pay aiul alloivanccs of (1) postmen and others 
of the postmen class, uis., rt'odor or sorting postmen, ovopeer postmen, head 
postmen and mail guawls of the Railway Mail Service, (2) inferior servants of 
the Post Office and Railway Mail Service, and (3) postal runners, has now boen 
received.

3. JCvf.ry m to the new scales ef jtwy.— The Government of India a^pt 
the Com mitt go's recemmondation that in bringing men in the service on to 
the new incremental scales of pay, all past permanent service should ^ 
allowc<l to count for increments on the new scale subject to the proviso that - 
ordinarily no one should be allowed to draw under this rule more than 50 
per cent in excess of the sum of the pay proper war allowance drawn 
by him on the date of the issue of tiicse orders. The Government of Tndia ^ 
however, have decided that the 50 per cent limit shall be relaxed in the 
following eases. In ibc ih'st place no one shall draw less than tho Tninim nw^ 
pay of tilt! new scale applicable to him in spito of the fact that such miifimum 
pay may be mon* tlinu 50 per cent in excess of the pay plw wmr allowance 
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dcawnbyhim on the date oftheis^ueof tlieae orders. Secondly, it has been 
pdnted out that in some circles the effect of the 50 per cent, limit 
irill he to bring all the men of a particular grade on to the minimum pay 
of the nev scale 6l tVat grade irrespective of the length of their service. The 
Government of India recognize that tliis result would be inequitable, and in 
order to meet the difficulty, they are pleased to direct that in cases when^ the 
initial pay of the otHcinfs dealt with in this Resolution would be limits to the 
minimum of their grade by tho CO per cent rule, six years’ permanent service 
shall, notwithstanding the above rule, entitle nu official to one increment abrwo 
the minimum, twelve years* ^service to two increments and eighteen years’ 
service to three increments. In cases when) the application of the 50 per cent, 
rule results in rates of pay which include fractions of a rupeo, fractions of less 
than annas 8 shall lx? neglected while in other cases the rate of pay admissible 
diall be rounded otf to the next highest rupee. 

4. Date of giving effect to the nest tcales of pag . — The Committee have 
recommended that the new .scales of pay together with the local allowances 
proposed in certain districts in the Central Circle should bo introdneod from 1st 
December 1919. in view of the fact that; the revision of pay of the Telegraph 
Department was introduced from that date, aad the Government of India have 
decided to accept this proposal. The llousi'-ront allowance mentioned in 
paragraph 2 in cases where they have been newly sanctioned or the rates 
Itove bccn revised are sanctioned from May Isl, 1920. t.e.. the date with effect 
from which similar allowances were sanctioned for tlie Telegraph staff. From 
the arrears of pay which will become due under this Order, the advance of 
one month's pay, sanctioned under the orders passed by the Government 
of India in this Department on May 31st, 1920, shall fint be deducted. 
If the balance due to any postman or other official dealt with in this 
Resolution excet'ds Rs. 5, it shall be paid iii two iostalinonts, tho first as soon 
the sum due has been ascertained, the second two mouths latcnr. Tf the 
advance alrearly drhwn exceeds the total arrears due. if any. the balance shall 
he recovered from the monthly pay in 3 equal monthly instolments. 

5. Local ollowaHCCB and hoMC-renf allotcances.-^AW ^lowanoes of these 
classes which arc granted at present will continue except in thu oases where 
new allowonoos of the same classes are specifically sanctioned in the Schedules 
inc^ded in parngrapit 2. 

G. fTae and grain compmsation nfloirattCCB . — With the introduction of 
the revised scales of pay shown above, tJie war and grain compensation allowan- 
ces hitherto drawn by the staff will ho discontinued with effect from the 1st 
llecomber 1919. The Director-( 1 eueml of Posts and Telegraphs has been 
authorised to sanction the gnint of a personal allowance to any person who may 
ho adversely affected by the revision, so as to prohxjt him from actual loss of 
emoluments. It ])a> also been decided that no recoveries should be made of 
amounts overdrawn in respect of the period from the 1st Doeember 1919 to the 
30tll June 1920 on account of pay an<l allowances in excess of the amounts 
admissible under the scales now sanctioned^ 

7. Coat of revision . — The total cost of the above revision is estimated as 
approximately Ks. 27*42 lakhs a year. 

8. Tiie Committee’s report will be published ns soon as it is received in 
a complete form.

Now, therefore, in exercise of the juiwers conferred by section 37 of the

under the .Act, reported as guilty of a corrupt practice as sperified in Part I, 
or in fiamgraph 1, 2 or of Part TT, of Scl'.edub* W, bis narao, if on the 
electoral roll.shaP be reniov<*d therefrom and shill not be registered thereon 
fora period of live years from the date of the conviction or the report, as the 
case may be, or, if not on the electoral roll, shall not he so registered for a 
like jieriod ; and if any peifion is reported by any such Comniissioncrs as guilty 
of any other corrupt practice, liis name, if on the electoral roll, shall be 
removed therefrom and shall not be registcrr*d tlien’on for a period of three 
years from the date of the rejiort or, if not on the electoral roll, shall not bo so 
registered fur alike pcricxl : 

Provided that the Governor Gen^l in Council may direct that the name 
of any person to whom this sub-rule applies shail be registeceu on the cloetoral 
roll. 

8. (1) The qualifications of an elector for a general constituency shall be 
such qualifications based on — 

(i) residoncf*, or residence and cnmniunity. and 

(it) (a) the bolding of land, or 

(&) assessment to or payment of income-tax, or 

(c) past or present membership of a legislative body, or 

(d) past or present tenure of office on a local authoriiiy, or 
(c) past or present university distinction, or 

(f) the tenuro of office in a o<'*oporative banking society, or 
(p) the holding of a title conferred tor literary merit, 

as are specified in Si-hvdule II in the ease of that constituency. 

(2) ’Ihe qualifications of an elector for a special constituency shall be tho 
qualifications specified in Schedule II in the ease of that onustitaency. 

W. (1) An electoral roll shall be prepared for ove^ oonstituenoy, on which 
shall ho entered the names of all persons appearing to be entitlbd to be 
registered as electors for that constituency. It shall be published in the oon- 
stituency together with a notice specifying the mode in which and the time 
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within which any person whose name is not ontend in tl e roll and who 
claims to have it inserted therein, or any person whoso name is on the roll 
and who objects to the inclusion of his own name or of the name of aiiy 
other person on the roll, may prefer a claim or objection to the Rcvisiir;;

Whereat by section 47 of the Qorernment of India Act, 1919, it it pcoTidod 
that the said Act shall come into operation on such ^te or dates as the 
Goyemor General in Council arith the approral of the Secretary of State in 
Oannoil may appoint; 

And whereat the said Act confers powert for the making of rules thereunder 
for the nomination and election of members of the L^pslative Council of the 
Governor of Madras and for matters incidental and consequential thereto ; 

And whereas it is ncoeseary for the purpose of brining into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Oounoil on such dates 
as may hereafter be appointed to make such rules prior to the date on which 
these provisions will be brought into operation ; 

And whereas a draft of such rules was laid before both Houses of Parlia- 
ment and was duly approved by them with certain modifications and additions; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the 
Interaretntion Act, I8b9, read with the rule-making powers under the said Act, 
the Governor General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State 
In Council is phased to make the said rules in the form so approved, tbo same 
being as follows : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Madras Electoral Rules. short tstiauA 

(2) They shall come into force at once. mo^***^

and may make such other r^uladons regarding the conduct of elections as it

(2) Notwithstanding anj^thing in the.«e rules, if a resolution in favour of 
the introduction of proportional representati(m is passed bv the Council after 
not less than one month's notice has been given of an intention to move 
such a resolution, the local Government may for any plural-memher oonstituen*

‘Whrroas by section 47 of the Government of India Act, lOli), it is 
proTi'^ed that the said Act shall come into operation on such date or dates as tlio 
Governor General in Council, ‘with the approval of the Secretary of State in 
Council may appoint ; 

And whereas the ^d Act confers powers for the making of rules there- 
under for the nomination and election of members of tlie Legislative Council 
of the Governor of Hombay ; and for matters incidental and consequential 
thereto: 

And whereas it is necessary for tho purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Coimoil on suoh ^tea 
as may licreafter he appointed, to make such rules prior to the date on which 
these provisions will bo brought into opcr'tion ; 

And whereas a draft of such rules -was laid before Imth Houses of Parliament 
and was duly approved by them with oertsiu modifications and additions ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the 
Interpretation Act, 1889, read wi'h tlie rule<making powers under the said 
Act, the Governor General in Council with the sanction of the Secretaiy of State 
in Council, is pleased to make tho said rules in the form so approved, the same 
being as follows 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Bombay Electoral Buies. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in tho subject or 
context,— 

fa) “ the Act " mears the Government of India Act ; 

(8) Commissioners means Commissioners appointed for the purpose 
of holding an election inquiry under those rales ; 

(c) ** corrupt practice ** means any act deemed to be a corrupt practice 
under the provisions of Schedule IV ; 

((Q “election agent*'* moans tlie person appointed under these rolea 
by a candidate as bis agent for an eleetion ; 

(e) “Gazette” moans tho JButnbay Oovemment O^zette or the Shut 
Official Gazette, or both, as the case may require ; 

(/ ) “ Mahratta ” means a person belonging to any of the following 
castes, namely, the Mahratta, Kunbi, Mali, Koli, Bhandari, 
Sliimpi, Lobar, Kumbhar, Dhangar, Blioi, Bari, Lonari, Bharin 
and l)eoli, or Shinde ctates, or to any costo which the local Gov* 
emment may, by notifioation in the Gazette, declare to be a 
Mahratta caste ; and 

(p) “ Bobedide '* means a Schedule to these rules.

Vi’hcroflB by soction 47 of tho Oovcrnment of India Act, 1910, it is pro- 
vided that the sr>id Act shall come into operation cn such dntc or dates as tho 
Governor General in Council irlth the approval of the Secretary of State in 
Council may appoint ; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers fur the making of rules thereunder 
for the nomination and election of members of the Legislative Couueil of the 
Governor of Bengal ; and formatters incidental and eonscqnential thereto: 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into oj'.erniion tho 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Council cjn such dates 
as may hereafter be appointed, to mako such rules prior to the date on which 
these provtnons will be brought into operation ; 

And whereas a draft of siieh rules was laid hoforo both Houses of Parliament 
and was duly approved by them with certain mndiOentions and additions ; 

Now therefore, in exorcise of the piiwcrs conferred by section R7 of the 
Interpretation Act, 1880, rend with tho rule-making powers under the said Act, 
tho Governor General in (’ounoil with the sand ion of the l'\m‘1ary oV Slate in 
Council is ploasid to m:.ke the raid rules in the form so approvtd, th.o same

• Wbereas by section 67 61 the Government of India Act* 1919, it is fnovitled 
that tbo said shall oome into operation on snch date or dates as the Governor 
Genend in Council with the approval of the Socretaxy of State in Council may 
apptdnt ; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers for the making of rules there- 
undw for the nomination and eleoticn of memberM of the Legislative Council 
of the Governor of the United Provinces ; and for matters incidental and 
consequential thereto ; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of Kuoh Legislative Council on such dates 
as may hereafter be appointed to make such rules prior to tbo date on which 
these provisions will be brought into operation ; 

And whereas a draft of such ruins was laid before botli Houses of Parlia* 
mentand was duly approved hy them with certain modifications and additions; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by set'tiun 87 of the 
Interpretation Aot, 18h9, read with the rule-making pftwers under the said Act, 
the Governor General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State in 
Council is pleased to make the said rules in tiie form so approved, the same

And whereas the said Act confors powers for the making of rules there- 
under for the nomination and election of members of the Legislative Council 
of the Governor of the Central Provinces ; and for matters incidental and 
consequential thereto ; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative' Council on such date 
as may hereafter be appointed to make such rules prior to the date on winch 
these provisions will he brought into operation ; 

And whereas a draft of such rales was laid before both Houses of Parlia- 
ment and was duly approved by them with certain modincations and additions ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers oonf erred by section of the 
Interpretiition Act, 18ts9, read with the rale*mal<iug powers under the said Act, 
the Governor General in Connoil with the sanction of thu Secretary of State 
.in Council, is pleased to make tho said rules in the form so approved, the earno 
being as folloAvs •

Simla, July 27, 19SO. 

Wheroas by Bection 47 of the Govcrnmoiit of India Act, 1010, it is provided 
ttiat the Biud Act idiall come into operation on such date or dates as 1 he Governor 
General in Council with the approval of the Secretary of State in Council may 
appoint ; 

And 'whereas the aiid Act confers powers for the makinpr of nilcH thereunder 
for the nomination and election of mcmliorB of the Legislative Council of the 
Governor of Assim and for matters incidental and consequential thereto ; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purftoso of bringing into operation the 
provHons of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Council on such date as 
may hereafter be appointed to make such rules prior to the date on which these 
pruviMons will be brought into oi)eration ; 

And whereas a draft of suoh rules was laid beforo both Houses of Parliament 
and was duly approved by them with certain modillcations and additions ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of tho {rawers conferred by section 37 of the 
Interpretation Act, 1889, read witii the rule-making ])owers under tho said Act, 
the Governor Ucneral in Council with the smc'iun of the Sccroiiry of State in 
Council is pleaded to make the said rules in the form so approved, the same 
being as follows 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Assam Electoral Pules. sbwsua* 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

?. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context,— 

(а) ** the Act’* means the Government of India Act ; 

(б) ** Commissioners ’* m<'anB Commissioners appointed for tlie purpose 

of holding an election inquiry under these rules; 

(c) '* corrupt practice ’* means any act deemei to bo a corrupt practice 

under tho provisions of Schedule IV ; 

(d) ** election agent** meins the person appointed under these rules by a. 

candidate as bis agent for an election ; 

(e) ** Gasettc ’* moans the jta$am Gazette ; and 

(/) " Schedule ” means a Schedule to these rules.. 

PAKT I. 

Composition of Council and Constituencies. 

3. Tho Ijegislative Council of the Governor of Assam sliall comist of—. oumoam 

(1) the luembers of the Exeoutivo Council ex-officio ; «( 

(2) thirty-nino elected members ; and amoiL 

(3) suoh number of members nominstfod by the Governor, at with the

(8) When in respect of an election in a 
constituency more petitions than one are 
prsaentedi the Governor shall refer all 
such petitions to the same Commissioners, 
who may at their disoretion inquire into 
tho petitions either in one or in more 
proceedings as they shall think fit.

An Open General Lioence has been issued which permits the free 
export of all 6o»d~jifle samples of prohibited goods to all destinations with 
whiidi trade is now permitted. Samples exported under this licenoo may 
he used only for genuine sample purposes, i.r., for obtaining orders from 
foreign buyers, and may not be sold except with tho written consent of 
the Import and Export Licensing Section; tot such consent may to 
dispensed with when it is desired to sell the arti<dos in the conntry of 
destination after they have fhlflUed their purposo as samples. Exporters 
will he required to satisfy the Customs Authorities that the goods pre- 
sented for export under this licence are baml-fide samples, and to make a 
declaration to that effect on the r^ative shipping doouments. 

This notice only applies to samfdes of goods which require licences 
for export to the particmlar destination concerned. 

In addition, the consent of the Import and ^Export Licensing Section 
is not required for the sale of samples which, though within this sohomo 
at the actual time they were exported, could bo exported outside the 
scheme at tho actual time of the proposed sale. 


OPEN GENERAL LICENCE FOR COAL EXPORTS. 

An Oiien Gvncral Lievnee has bw'U icsufil, with effect from Tlinrsdny, 1st January, 1920, 
periuiltiiig the export or coal, coke and inannfactitred fuel to all destinations abrend except 
Kussia (other than Esthouis, Lettland and Lithuania}, Gnmaiiy, Hungiry, Austria, Turkey 
and BnlgariM, subject always to the ap]>rovul, previously ohtainoil, of the (’ontroller of Coal 
Mines or his duly nuthnrised representative, and subject to shipinont being m-idc in a vessel 
approved by the Commissioners of Ciistoins and Excise or their OiHcers. 

The Customs Authorities will require pre-entiy to be male in all caso^ ; and at ports 
where there is a duly authurisL'd local representative of the Controller of C(tal Mines (xtfs list 
liclow), the approval referred to above will be siguiiiod by his endorsement on the prCHintry 
form, which must be prefsented to him for tho purpose before shipment. 

Whore shipment is proposed to be made from a port nut included in (he list given below, 
it will be necessary for application for the tyonlroller's ai>pr.ival to be made to the Export 
Eianoh of the Coal Clines Deptrtmeut in London. Shipments from nil ports in tlie United 
Kingdom to the destinations excluded from tlio purview of the geiierM licence must still I e 
covered by an export lioenci* from the Coal Mines Department.

The largest flotation in May was 
tliat of the Sugar Corporation of India, I*d. Bombay (115,00 lakhs) and thonexl 
that of Walford Transport Ld., Bengal (B2,00 lakhs). There were seven 
other companies Avith an authorised cajjvital of B50 lakhs and over each — 
four in Bombay, two in Bongal, and one in Burma.

** There shall be settlod throui^h the intcrTeiition of Cli'arinfi' OflBces tn l)e OKt->l>IUlic(l hv 
eaoh of the Hii;h Contractings PartioH mthin throe months of tlio notiilcHiion referred to in 
paragraph («) hereafter the fallowing olaasea of leciiniary obligations: 

1. Debts payable before the war and due by a national of one of the contractii. ' Powers, 
teaiding within ila territory, to a national of an OpjMising Power, residing within its territory. 

3* Debts which became payable during the war to nationals of one Centraoting Powei 
residing within its territory and arose out of transactions or oontrnct a with the nationals of 
an Opposing Power, resident within its territory, ot which the total or partial execution was 
suspended on inocoant of the declaration of war. 

3. Interest which has accrued due liefore and during the war to a national of one of tli®

payment of interest on snnh aoeuritios to the nationals of that Power or to nentrala lias rot 
been suspended dnriug th<' v*ar. 

4. Capital sums which have become payable before and during tbe war to nationals of 
one of tbe C'outracling Powers in n•^poct of accuritV'S isieucil by one of the Opposinir Powers, 
provided that the payment of such capital vnnis to nationals i-f that Power nr to neutrals has 
not been t-nsijeiided during tin* war.

ANNEX. 


1. Each of the High Contracting Parties will within three raontlie from the notification 
provided for in Article 2'J6, iiaragraph (e). establish a Clearing Office for the collection and- 
payment of enemy debts. 

T.<M'al (Mcni'ing Olfiees may be cstablielicd for any pnrtieular jtortion of the territories of 
the High CTonlr-icling Parties. Such looal Clearing Ofiices may perform all tlvj f auctions of 
a central Clearing Oliice in their res^ieotivn districts, except that all traiisactions with the 
Clearing Oflice in the OpiKising State must be effected through the uontral Clearing Office. 

2. In this Annex the I eininiary obliirations Tcforrod to in the first paragraph of Article 
290 are dt-stiribid ns “enemy debts, ’* the pcrs'ms from whom the same arc due as “enemy 
debtors, " the |)er>ons to wlinm they are diu: as “ enemy creditors,** the Clearing Office in the 
country of the cnxliti'r ia call-'d the “ Cnslitor Clearing Offic(', ’* and the ('tearing Ofliue in tlm 
country of the debtor is called the “ Debtor Clearing Oilloc. *' 

The High Contracting Parties will subject couirawntions of paragraph (a) of Article 
20ii to the same penalties as a^u present provided by their legislation for trading with the 
enemy. They will siniilarlv |iro1)||iliit within their territory all legal ^H-ocess rivaling to pay* 
maut ef enemy debts, excej'i in hiPi*ordauce with the previsions i>r tliis iVnnux. 

4-. The (iortM'umciit giiaranleu speoified in piragrapb Article slinll take effect 

whenever, for any reasrn. shall not be recoverable, exeepi in a c.ise where at the date of 

the cttlhreiik of war the deJ^ was barred by tlic laws of preseription in force in the uountry of 
the debtor or where the if ilitur was at that time in a stat" of bankruptcy or fuiliiio or bad 
given formal indication l•[tns<llvency, or where the debt was iloe by a c»m(iany whose business 
'-as been liquidated I'ndea emergency legislation dining th«s war. I n such esse the pri cedure 
spe«.iHed by this Annex slwll apjdy to |isiymont of the diviilends. 

Tt. ' terms “ bankmjRoy *^ and *' failum ’* refer to the applieation of legislation providing 
for such juridical cou<nli»n^' The e xpn.'ssion '* furinal indicatiun of insolvency ” bears the 
same meaning as it has in En/dish law. 

a. Orudjirrs shall give notice to the Creditor (Mcaring Office within six months of its 
estsldighincnA of debts due ta them, anil shall furnish the Clearing Olfioe with any documents 
and iDfonnatimi rei^uired of tium. 

The High Contracting Plu^tes will take all suitable measures to trace and punish oollnsion 
between enemy urcdilo^ and rn'titors. The clearing offices will cOtr.uianiiiati‘ to one aaothcr 
any evidence and iiiArmatiiR which might help the disco veiy uml piiuishmeut of such 
aollusion. I 

The High (]!ontraoting Fifties will facilitate as much os possible postal and telegraphic 
communiratioti at the expciiso Vf the iwrties concerned and through the intervention of the 
Clearing Offioes I etween debtors and creditors desirous of coming to an agreement as to the 
amount of their debt. 

The Creditcir (Clearing Office will notifiy the Debtor Clearing OflBoe of all debts deolared 
to it. Thu Debtor (Clearing OOicu will, in due uunrso, inform the Creditor Clearing Offioe 
which debts ara admit te<l and which debts are contested. In. the latter case, the Debtor 
Clearing Office will give the grounds for the non-admission of doht. 

S. 'When a debt has been admitted, in whole or In pari, the Debtor Clearing Office will 
sA once endit the Creditor Clearing OITico with the amount admitted, and at the same timd 
notify it of such credit. 

7. The debt shall be deemed to be admitted in fall and shall be credited forthwith to 
the Creditor Clearing Offioe unlem within three months fri>m tho receipt of the noCifioatioB 
or such longer time as may b^agreed to by the Creditor Clearing Offioe notice hoe been given 
hfy the Debtor Clearing Office that it is not admitted. 
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8. When the whole or park of a debt ie not admitted the two Clearraf; OflSoM will esaniae 
into the oiatter jointly and will endeavour to bring the parties to an agreement. 

9. The Creditor Clearing Ofllee will pay to the iodividnal creditor the dims credited to 
it out of the fui^ placed at its dispcml by the Covernmont of its oonntry and in acoordanoe 
with the conditions fixed by the said Government, retaining any sums considered necessary to 
eover riske, expenses or commissions. 

10. Any person having daimed payment oF an enemy debt which is not admitti'd in 
whole or in shall pay to the Clearing Office, by way of fine, intermit at 5 per cent, on the 
part not admitted. Any person having unduly refused to wlmit the whole or part of a deto 
claimed from him shall jmy, by way of fine, interest at 5 per cent, on the uinount with regard 
to which bis refusal shall bo disallowed. 

Such interest shall run from the date of expiration of the period provided fur in paragraph 
7 until the date on which theclaim shall hare been ilisallowod ur the debt paid. 

Kach Clearing Offim' shall in so far as it is concerned, lake steps to collect the fines, above 
provided for and will be responsible if such hoes cannot be calhctcd. 

Tile flues will bo uredited to the other Clearing Oiflee, which shall retain them as a 
contribution towards the cost <if carr^'ing out the pivsent ptovisiuus. 

11. The lialanci' bctwcou I hc‘ Clearing Offices shall he struck luonthly and the credit 
bslanm* {uiid in cash by tbo debtor State within a week. 

Neverthelpss, any credit balances which may ue duo bv t>iie or more joF the .kllied and • 
Assoriated Towers shall be retaiued until compluto iiayiusnt. shall have l>ecn effeoted of the 
sums due to the Allied or Assoeiale<l Tuwers nr their natiunals on account of the war. 


12. Til facilitate discussion lictwoen the desiring Ofllcev each of them sliali have a 
representativo at the place where the other is established. 

13. Except for special rosisons all discussions in rcganl to claims will, s^i far as possible, 
take placu at the Dcbbr Clearing Ollicc. 

1-I-. In ej>nfoTmity with Article SiKi, i)aragrii|>h (6)i the High Contracting Parties are 
res|iuiisililo for the ]}aymoiit of the enemy debts owing by their nationals.

In the eswie of litjunLtious elfeoteil in new States, whioh are aignatories of the 
present Treaty as Allii-d and Associated Powers, or in States which are 
not entitled to share in the reparation payments to be made by Germany 
the proocods of Hquidations offeoted by such State shall be subjeot to 
rights of the Beparation Cominissiou under the present Treaty parti- 
cnlarly nnUcr Artioloa 235 and 2fi0, be paid direct to the nwncr.^ If on 
the application of that owner, the Mixed Arbitral Tribnoal, provided for 
b}' Section VI of this part or an arbitrator appointed by that Tribunal, 
is i>atisfiud that the conditions of tho sale or miwaures taken by the Oovem- 
ment of the State in question ontside its general legislation were unfairly 
prejudicial to the price obtaiiiud. they shall havo disoretion to award to tho 
owner equitable comiiensatien to be {Niid by that State. 

(i) Germany undertakes to compensate her nationals in respaot of the sale or retention 
of their property, rights or intnosts in Allied or Associated States. 

(/) The amount of all taxes and imposts upon capital levied or to bs lorded by Germany 
on the property, rights and interests of the nationals of the Allied or Assoeiated 
I*owera fr<im November lltb, 1918 uutill three months from the coming into 
force of the prssent Treaty, or, in the ease of property, rights or intor^ts which 
have been subjected to cxoepti»nsl me-'isures of wax until restitution in accord- 
anoc with the present Treaty, shall be restored to tho owners.

or interesta dnring the war at in |«epaiation for the nrar. Similarly, no claim or action shall 
be made or brought against any person in respect of any act or oniission undiY «Tr in accord* 
anro with the oiocplional war measnree, laws or regulations of any Allied or Assoeiated 
Power. 

3. In Article 297 and this Annex the expression *' exceptional war measures" includes 
meusures of all kinds, legislative, adininistrative, judicial, I'r others, that have been taken or 
will he taken hereafter with regard to enemy properly, an>l which liave had or will have the 
efEect of removing fnnn the proprietiirs the power of diKpusition over their property, thongh 
without affecting the ownership such as measures of supervision, of oompulsory administration, 
and of sequestration : or measures which have hod or wul have as an object the seinare of, the 
use of, or the interferenou with enemy assets for whatsoever m'>tive, under whatsoever form, or 
in whatsoever place. Acts in theexcontiou of these mcasnres include all dolentions, instructions, 
orders, or der.recs of Crovernment departments or Courts applying these measnres to enemy 
property, as well as acis purforracil hy any person conneeted with the administration or the 
supervision of enemy property, such as the payment of debts, the collcotiog of credits, the pay* 
ment of any costs, charges, or expenses or the oolleoting of fees. 

Measures of transfer are tlii>su which have alfi'cled or will affect the ownership of enemy 
property by transforring it in whole or in part to a person otl.er than the eiiomv owner, aid 
without his oonsent, such as measures directing sal*', liquidation, or devolution of ownendiip in 
enemy property, or the caneelliog of titles or secuiitu's. 

4. All property, rights, and interests of German nationals within the territory of any 
Allied ur Assooiutd Power and the net pruoueds of their sale, liquidation or othsr d««ling 
therewith may be charged by that Allied or aseociated Power in the 3 rst place with payment 
of amounts due in respect of claims by the nationals of that Allied < r Ass oiated Power with 
regard to their property, rights, and interests, including ooraponios and associations .in which 
thiy arr intorestc^, in iioriran territory, or debts owing to them by Oerman natioeals and with 
payment of claims growing out of acts committed by the German Government or by any 
Gorman authorities since July 31, 1914, and before that Allied ox Associated Power mitered into 
the war. The amount of such claims may be asscsscil by an arintrator appointed by 
Mr. Gustave Ador, if he ie willing, or if no such appointment is made bv him, by an arbitrator 
appointed by the Mixed Ajrbitral Tribunal provided for in section YI. They may bo charged in 
the second idaoo with payment of the amounts duo in respeot of daims by the nationals of 
such Allied or AssooiatM Power with regard to their property, rights, -nd interests in the 
tenritoiy of other enemy Powers, in so far as those elaims arc otherwiae unsatisfied. 

n. Notwithstanding the provisions of article 297, where immediately before the outbreak 
war a company incorporated in an Allicti or Associated State bad rights in eommon with a 
company ountrollcu by it and incorporated in Cit>rntany to the use of trade-marks in third eoun* 
tries, or enjoyed the use in common with such company of uniijue means of reproduction of 
goods or articles for tale in third coontriee, the former company ehall alcne ^ve the right 
to use these trade-marks in third ooantrios to the oxolusion of ibe German company, and theae 
unique means of Tcpredactioii shall b«* haiidod over to the formnr oum|iany, notwithstanding

stock, or other obligations of aqy company incorporated in aooordsmoe with the laws of that 
Power. 

Germany will at any time on demand of any Allied or Associated Power furnish such 
information as may be xtHpiized with rugard to the ]>roperty, rights, and interests of German 
nationals within the territory of such Allifxl or Associated Power or with regard to any transac- 
tion concerning such (irojicrty, rights, or interests offeetod since July 1st, 1914. 

11. Tlje expression " csesli aasete *' includes all deposits or funds established before or after 
the declaration of war, as well as all sssets oouiing from deposits, revenues, or profits colleoted 
by administrators, sequestrators, or others from fnnds plaoeil on deposit or otherwise, but docs 
not include sums belonging to the Allied or Associatcil Powers or to their component States, 
Provinces, or Municipalities. 

12. All investments wheresoever cff<v:tcd with the cash assets of nationals of the High 
Contraiuting Parties, including companies and associations in which such nationals were Inter- 
ested, by (leiBuns responsihlo for the administration of enemy properties or having control 
over giich administration, or by order of aneh ptwaons or of any authority whatsoever, 
shall be annulled. These cash assets shall be accounted for irrespective of any sneh 
investment. 

13. Within one month fn^m the coming into foreu the present Treaty, or on demand 
at any time, Germany will deliver to the Allied and Associated Pitwers all uocoiints, vouchers, 
records, doeaments, and information of anv kind which may bet within Germkn territory, 
and which oonoern the property, rights, and intcrc‘stsof tlm nationsla of those Powers, including 
companies and associations in which they arc iotenwted, that have l>ceu sub icetod to an excep- 
tional war measure, or to a measure of transfer either in Germnn territory or in leiritory 
occupied by Germany or her aUies. 

The controllers, sapervisors, managers, adininiairstora, scipUiKtrators, liquidators, aud 
reociven shall be personally ri'spunsihle untler gnarantci* of the Gerniau Government fi>r the 
immediate delivery in full of these aitcouiits and douuments and for their accuracy. 

14. The provisions of Article 297 and this Annex relating to projierty, rights and interests 
in an enemy coiintrj', and the proceeds of the liquidation thereof, apply tu debts, credits, and 
acoouuts. Section III, rognlafing only the method of payment. 

In the settlement of matters provided for in Article 297 between Oeimany and the 
Allied or Associated States, their colonics or protectorates, or any one of the Uritiah Dominions 
or India, in respeot of any of which a declaration shall not have been made th.*)t they ado]il 
Section HI, and between their respective nationals, the piavisions of Section 111, respeoting 
the corrciiey in which payment is to be made and the rate of cxuliatigo and of interest shall 
apply unless the Government of the Allied or Associated Power ooncerned shall within six 
mouths of the coming into force of the present Treaty notify Germany that the said provisions 
are not to he applitid.

R. CniifractB of insuraneo entered into by any person with another person who .^iib!>e'iiueutly 
became au enemy will be dealt with in aoeordancu with tlie following paragraphs :

0 . Contracts for the insaraueo of property against Tiro entered into by a peiBon interostod 
in such pni[s*rl V with another pertioii who BubB^xpiently beeuue- an enemy shall nut be deemed 
lo have been disBolved by the eiitbrcak of war, or by the fact of tho person becoming an enemy, 
or :ii account of the failure dining ihe war and for a period of three months thereafter to 
perl or 111 his obligations under the eontnu*t, but they c^hull be dis^lvel ar. tho date when the 
annual pceniiiim becoincH p:^alilc for the first time after the e.v|iiralien of a jieriod of three 
months after tike coming into force of the jiresent Treaty. 

A sett lernent shall he offes-.ted of unpaid premiums which became due dining the war, or 
of claims fur losses w'hieh nceiirrrd during the war. 

10 . Where by administrative or logifll.*itivc aotion an insurance against fire e{IcH?tad hefor*^ 
the war has Ix^-n transferred during the war from the original to another insurer, the iransfe^ 
will be ix^cognised an«l the Habili' 3 ' of the original insurer will bo deemed to have ceased a* 
fmm the date of the transfer. The original iosuror will, however, be entitled to receive on 
demand full inffirmation as to the terms of the transfer, and if li should appear Ihit these 
terms were not equitable they shall be ainendcd su far as may Lc xiCbCssary to render them 
Cijuitable.

Any Rtim which diirinff the war became due npon a contract deemed not to have- been 
die^olyed under the preoeflm^ provision f^hidl be rccuverable after the war with the adilition 
of interest at iiye per cent, per annum Fr.im the dale of its beooming due np to the day of 
payment. 

Wliore the contract ba4 lapvml dar!n<r th' wir owin|r to non-payment of premioms. or 
has beoomo void from hri'uch of the oundition* of 'he eonlrocti the nsaured or his repreaenta- 
tivee nr the pvrKons entiilitl ebsill have the ri{*ht at any time within oiniitha of the oomin^r 
in4i> for(*e of thr present Tmaty to claim from the insurer the surrender value uf the policy at 
the date t>f its Ispsii ur avoiduncc. 

Where the contract has lapsed dnrinf^ the war nwins; to non-payment of premiums, the 
payment of which has lieen prevented hv the anforecine t of measu ea of war, the assured or 
his represent ives or the iwrsoiiB entitled shall have the rij^ht to restore the contract on pay* 
inent of the premiums with interest a^ five |>cr ceut. jicr annum within three mouths from the 
coming into force of the proheiit Treaty. 

12. Any Allied or Aae Hated I'nwer may within three months of the eoming into foroe' 
of the picsent Trent-y oaneel all the eoutracts of insuranco running between a German 
insurance company and its nationals under ouudiiiuiis which shall protect its uationals from 
any prejudice. 

To this end the German insnmnae company will h.md over to the A'lieil or Associated 
Govcriimcnt ooiiccrned, tl'.e propoition of i>e a-se'e attributahl.' to the {mlieics so cancel- 
led and will be rcii ‘ved all liability in respect uf such policies. The aK<net4 in be 

handed over ahull be dct-irm ned by au actuary appointed by the Mixud Arbitral 
Tribunal. 

1:1. Where contraefs of life insnranoe have been entered into by a local bnmeh of an 
insurance company established in a nnuntry which suliHeqiiontly latca no an enemy country, 
the contra/tt shall, in the abreiiec tif any s iiuililim to t'to eo i^rary in tho O'ltrtct ii*clf, bo 
guvcTiied by the !• cal law, but the insurer slia‘l be entitled to deinand from the in-curu*! or 
his reprusentittives the ridiind <rf sums p:ud ou claims made nr cnfor.-al iind T measures taken 
diiriie,; the war, if thu making or eiirnreomcut of mioh claims was not in ncconlance with the 
terms of the contract it^clf nr was not enibi.-tcat with the laws or treaties existing at the time 
'ivlien it was entered into. 

14. In aqy case where, ftv the biw applicable t*) tbe oontract, the insurer nmiains bound 
by the 01 ntract, Tiotwitli«taiidin<»' the noii-pnyniont of premiums, until notice is tttven to the 
insured uf the tcrmii.ation of the contraot, be shall be entitled, where the giving of such intticc 
was prevented bv the war, to recover the unpaid premiums with interest at 5 per cent, per 
annum from the insured. 

15. InsitraiKH* contracts shall be considered as Otintr.icts of life a-'surance for the purpose 
of paragrnjibs 11 to I4i when they depeml on thi prohihilities of human life e.iinbinpil with 
tlic rate of iuierest fur the cticulaliun of the rucipiucal cngigemonts between the two 
parties. 

jl/art'ae Insurance. 

16. Contracts of marine insuranop including time policies and voyage policies eutered into 
between an insurer and a pi-rson who subscipiont ly became an enemy, shall t.e deemtHl to havo 
been diseolved on his becoming an enemy, oso<*iit iu oases where the risk undertaken in the 
contract Lad attached before he bc:-ain.> au enemy. 

Where the risk bud not attached, money paid bf way of premium or otherwise shall be 
recoverable frurn the iiibiirer. 

Where the I ixk had attached effect shall bp given to the oontraet notwithstanding the 
party hccfmiing an enemy, and sums due timJer the conixact either by way of premiuins or in 
respect of losses shall be ruoovcrable after the coming into force of the prfseiit Treaty. 

In the (-vent of any ugroenipiit' being come to for the payment of interest on sums 
due before the war to or by the nation'ds of Ststos which havo been at war and reoovsrui after 
the war, such inioreiit shill iu the aas» of losses r.-oiverable under aontracts of marine insoranoo 
run from the expiration of a periol uf one year from the date of the loss. 

17. No cowtract of maiine iiisiiranec with ah insiirud person who subscfiaputly heeame 
an enemy shall be deenn-d in cover lo-scs due to bclligere,',t action by the Power of which the 
insurer wis a national ur by the allies or associate of such Power. 

18. Where it is shown that a pe: son who had before the w.ir entered into a oontract 
of Murine insuiunoe with an insurer who Bubseqiicntly became an enemy eotorod after the 
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oatbreak of war into a new contract covering the %nit« risk with an insurer whe was not an 
enemy, the new contraot aliall be deemed to be substituted for the origfiual ooiitiact as from 
the date when it was entered into, and the premiums jiayablu shall be adjusted on the basis of 
the original insurer having remiuned liable on the ooutraet only up till ths time when the new 
contract was mitered into.

Other Inturanee^m 

19. Contracts of insniaaice entered into before the war between an insurer and a person 
who subsequently became an enemy, other than oontracts dealt with in paragraphs 9 to IS, 
shall be treated in all respects on the same footing as contracts of Are insurance between the 
came persons would be dwt with under the said paragraphs. 

IteinenraKeem 

2U. All treaties of reinsuranoo with a person who became an enemy shall lie regarded as 
having been i^rogated by the person becoming on enemy, but without prejudice in the ease 
of life ur niarino risks which had attaohod before the war to the right to recover payment 
after the war for sums due in respect of such risks. 

Nevertheless if, owing to invasion, it has been impossible for the reinsured to And another 
jreinsnrsr, the treaty shall remain in force until three months .iFtcr the coming into forcj of tho 
present Treaty. 

Whore a rciiiKuranoe treaty beoomes vmd under this parigrapli, thoie shall be an adjust^ 
mont of aocouiits between the parties in respect both_ of premiums paid and imyable ami o£ 
liabilities fur losses in respect of life or mariua risk which had attached before the war. In tho 
case of risks other than those mentioned in paragraphs 11 to 18. the adjiutmcnt of accounts 
shall he made as at the date of the parties briooming enemies without regard to claims for 
losses which may have occurred sinee that didie. f 

:ll. Tlie provisions of the preceding paragraph will extend equally to reinsurances existing 
at tho dale of the parties becoming enemies of particular risks undertaken by the insurer in 
a contraot of insurance against any risks other than life or marine risks. 

22. lUnnsurance of life risks effected by particular contracts and not under any general 
treaty remain in force. 

'I'he provisions of paragraph 12 apply to treaties of reinsurance of life msniunee contraefs 
ill which enemy companies are the reinsurers. 

23. In case <if a reinsurance effected before the war of a contraot of marine insuranoo 
the oesshm of a risk which had been otsled to the reinsurer sbal), if it hod atl-ochod before the 
oatbreak of war, remain valid and effect be given to the contract notwithstanding the 
outbreak of war ; sums due under tho contract of reinsurance in respect either of [inimiums 
or of loHses shall !*«■■ recoverable after the war. 

21. 'I'he provisions of paragraphs 17 and IS and the last part of paragraph 10 shall apply 
to contracts for the reinsnranoe of marine xislcsi. 

SECTION VI.— MIXED ARBITRAL TRIBUNAL. 

Akxious 304. 

(a) Within three months from the ^te of the coming into Force of tlic present treaty, 
a Alixed Arbitral Tribunal riiall he established between eaoh of the Allied and Associated 
Powers on the one hand, and Cermany on the other hand. E.iuh such Tribunal shall consist 
of three members. Each of the Governments ooneerned shall appoint one of those members. 
The P^idont shall be chosen by agreement between the two Criivernnieutscoucerncd. 

In ease of failure to rc,.oh agroemout, the President of the Triluinal and two other persons* 
either of whom may in case of need take his place, shall l>c chosim by tlic (Jnunoil of the 
League of Nations, or, until this is set up, by 3f.^ Gustavo Ador if ho is willing. Tlieta 
persons shall be nationals of Powers that have remained neutral during the war. 

If any Government does not proceed within a period of one mouth in cise there is a vacancy 
to appoint a mcinbor of the Tribunal, such member sliall be chosen by the other (ioverinuent 
from the two persons mentioned above utbvT than the President. 

Tho decision of the majority of the members of the 'rribiinal sLail be the decision of the 

Tribunal. 

(A) The !Mixcd Arbitral Tribunals sslablished pursuant to paragraph (-i) shall lUicidc all 
queationa within their oompetenoe under Sections III, IV, V and VlT. 

In tuition, all queslious, whatsoever tbeir nature, rebting to contraets oomduded before 
the coming into force of the pi'usent 'freaty between nationals of the Allied and Assoebted

FowfTB and Oennaii naiioitals shall be decided b/ the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal, alwaye ezoopt* 
inf; ^aei^tious which under the laws of the Allied, Assooiatod or Neutral Pourera, are within 
the jurisdiction of Iho National Courts of those Powers. Sueh questions shall bedooidod by thn 
National Courts in question, to ibo exclusion of the Mixed Arbitral Tribuiiid. The party who 
is a national of nn Allied or Aasooiated l*ow<‘r may, nevertheless, bring' the case before the 
Mixed Arbitral Tribunal if tbig is not prohibited by ihc laws of his country. 

(c) If the number of cmscs jnstiCcs it, additional members shall bo appointed and each 
Mixed Arbitral Tribunal shall sit in divisions. Each of thcai* divisions will lie constituted as 
above. 

(d) Each mixed Arbitral Tribunal will settle its own procedure exoept in so far as it is 
provided in the followinf; Annex, and is cmiowered t<i award the sums to be paid by the loser 
in respect of the coste and expenses of the procccdinf;8. 

( 0 ) Each Government will pay the romniieration of the member of the Mixed Arbitral 
Tribunal appointed by it and of any agent whom it may apjMiint to represent it before the 
Tribunal, llie rainuoeratinn of thu President will be deternoined by speeial agreement 
between the Governments concerned ; and ibis remuneration and the joint expeneea of eaoh 
Tribunal will be paid by the two Governments in equal moieties. 

i/j The Hi|;b Contracting Parties agree that their oourta and authorities sball render to 
the Mped Arbitral Tribunal _ direct all the aseisbtuoo in their power, partionlarly as regards 
transmitting notices and collecting evidence. 

(y) The High Contracting Parties agree to regard the derisions of the Mixed Arbitral 
Tribunal as final and conclusive, and to render them binding u|ion their nationals. 


ANNEX. 


1. Shonld ouo of the naembers of the Tribunal either die, mtirc, or be unable for any 
reason whatever to discharge his funetiona, the same proc^nre will be followed for filling 
the vnoaney as was followed fur appointing him. 

3. The Tribunal may adopt snob roles of proecdnin as shall be in acoordanoo with jnstioe 
and equity and decide tbe order and tiino at which oarii party most conclndo its arguments, 
and may arrange all formalities required for dealing with the evidence. 

fi. Tbe agent and counsel of tbe parties on each side are antboriecd to pn'sent orally and 
in writing to the Tribunal arguments in support or in defence of eaoh ease. 

4. 'rhe Tribunal shall keep reoord of the ({uestiona and caecs submitted and thu prooecd'* 
inge thereon, with the dates of such proceedinge. 

5. Eaoh of the Powers coneerned may appoint a secralaiy. These secretaries abali act 
together as joint secretaries of the Tribunal and shall be snbject to its direotion. The Tribunal 
may appoint and employ any other ncc«*s8ary officer or offiecra to aasist in tho performance of 
ita duties. 

d. Tlie Tribunal shall decide all qneations and matten submitted upon auoh evidence and 
information aa may be furnished by the parties onneemed. 

7. Germany agrees to give the Tribunal all faoilitiee and information required by it for 
carrying out its i iivcatigatious. 

8. The langnago in which tho proceedings shall be conducted eball, unlose otherwise 
agreed, be En^isb, French, Italian, or Jajianese, as may be determined by the Allied or 
AaeoHatod Power ooneerued. 


9. The place and time for the meetings of each Tribunal shall be determined bj the 
President of the TxibunaL 


Abticiji 305. 


'Whenever a competent Court has given nr gives a derision in a ease covered by Seo- 
tiooB 111. IV, V cr VII, and such derision ia inoonsistont with the proviafons of snoh 
Sections, the party who ia piejndioed by tho deririon ahall be entitlud to obtain rodreas wbioh 
shall be fixed by tbe Mixed Arbitral Tribunal. At the reqnest of tlie national of an Allied 
4ir Assoeiated Power, the redress may, whenever poraible, be effected by the Mixed Arbitial 
Tribunal directing the reulacemcnt of the parties in the porition qooupied by them before 
the judgment was given by the Gurman Court. 


SECTION VII— INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY. 

Abticlb 806. 

Subject to the stipulationa of the present Treaty, rij^hts of industrial, liteniw, and 
aitistio property, aa aoch property is define by the International ConventionB of Fam and 
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of Botd^, iDOAtioued io Article 280, shiill be re-<!fitah1iKhed or restored, o-s from the oomini; into 
focBO of the present Treaty, in the territories of the High Contraoting Parties, in 'fsToar 
of the iNtreous entitled to the benefit of them at tlM moment when the state of war oommeiioi*d 
or their legal representatives. Kgually, rights which, except for the war, would have lieuti 
aoquirod during the war in conseqaence of an application made for the prutecliou of industrial 
property^ or the publioalion of a literary or artixtio vo>rk, shall b<-* rent gainod and ostahlishod 
m favour of those persons who would have l>een entitled thereto, from tho eomiug into foteo 
of the present Treaty. 

Nevertheless, all acts done hy virtue of the special mea-mres taken daring the war nudor 
legislative, executive nr admioistrative authority of iuiy Allied or Asso'iiatctl Power in regard 
to tho rights of German nationals in indastiinl, literary or artistic proi)crty shall remain in 
force and shall oontinne to maintain tlicir full effrot. 

Xo claim shall be made or aotion brought by Germany or German nationals in respoot 
of the use during the war by the Government of any Alliud or Associated Power, or by any 
penons acting on behalf or with the assent of stieh Government, of say fights in industrial, 
Kteraxy or artistic pro{ierty, nor in respi’ot of the sale, otforing for sale, or use of any prodoots, 
articles or apjiaratus whatsoever to which such rights applied. 

Unless tho legislation of any one of the Allied or Associated Powers tu force at the 
moment of the signature of the prestmt Treaty otherwise directs, sums doe or paid in virtue 
of any aol or opuntion resulting from the execution of the special measures meniionsd in 
parsf^ph 1 of this Article shall he dealt with in the same way as other sums due to German 
nationals arc directed to be dealt with by the piesent TiMiy ; and sums produced hy any 
special measures taken by tho German Government in respect of rights in industrial, literary 
or artistio property belonging to tbs nationals of tho Allied or Assooiated Powers shall hie 
oonsidered and treated in the same way as other ikbte dne from German nationale. 

Kaoh of the Allied and Associated Powers reserves to itself the right to impose snoh 
limitatione, conditions, or rcelriotione on rights of industrinl, literary, or artistic property (with 
the exception of trade-marks) aoquirul Is'foro or during the war, or which may be enbeeqnontiy 
acquired in accordance with its legislation, by German natinnals, whether by granting lieenoes, 
or by the working, or by preserving control over their exploitation, or in any other way, as 
may be considered necessary for iiatiuaal defence, or in the public interest, or for aseuring 
the fair treatment by Germany of the rights of industrial, literary, and artistic property heU 
in German territory by its nationals, or for sccoring tl'e due fulfilment of all the obligations 
utulertaken by Germany in the presunt Treaty. Aa regards rights of Industrial, Ktsrary, and 
ortfslto property acquirt^l after thn coming into fcioe of tlie present Treaty, the right so 
reserved by tlie Allied and Associated Powers shall «ni1y Ih* exercised in oasee where these 
limitations, oondititms or restriotions may bo considered necessary for national defence or in 
f he public interest. 

In the event of the application of the provisions of the praooding poragr^h by any Allied 
or Associated Power, there shall be paid reasonable indemnities or royaltiee which shall be 
dealt with in the same way, as other sums duo to German nationals are directed to be dealt 
with by the present Treaty. * 

Each of the Alliud or Asiociatsd Powfvs reserves tiic ri^hl to treat as void and of no 
effect any transfer in whole or in part of or other dealing with rights of or iu respeot of 
industrial, literary, or artietio property c fleeted after August let, 1914, or in the futnre, whioh 
would have the result of defeating the objeote of the provisions of this article. 

The provisions of this article shall not apply to rights in industrial, literary or artistic 
property whioh have been dealt with in the liquidation of bneineeses or oompuies under war 
tegislaiion by the Allied or Associated Powers, or wbieh may be eo dealt with virtue of 
Article 297, paragraph (6). 

Ahticu 3U7. 

A inirimum of one year ofter^ the oomiog^ into fom of the preeent Treaty ahall be 
accorded to tho nationale of the High Contracting Parlies, without extension fees or other 
penalty in rider to enable snoh peieone to aooomplira any act. fulfil any formality, pay any 
fees, and geneially eatisfy sny obl^ation presorilied by the laws or regolatlons of the ree* 
pective States relating to tho obtaining, preeervitig, or proposing rights to, or in • respset of 
industrial properfy either aoquired before August 1, 1914, or which, except for the war, 
might have been acquired since that dato as a result of an application made before the war or 
during its continnonco, hut nothing in this article shall give any right to re-open interference 
pxoceedinga in the United States of America where a final hearing has taken pace. 

All righta in, or in respoot of, each property, whioh may have lapoed by leoaon any 
failnee to aooompliab any act, fulfil any formuity, or make any wyment; ehall revive, 'but 
aubjeet in the case of patento and designs to tbo imporition of sumi eonditioiis as each Allied 
or Associated Power may deem tcasonably neeessary for the proteetion of penons who havn 
manufaetand or made nsa of tho snbject nnatter of sneh property while the jnghte had lapsed. 

X Paxito, whars righta to patents or dcaigna brionging to Gwawn nationala ara rsvived under 
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this articlo, they ahall bo subjeet in reapoct o£ tbe grant of licenoss to tho name proviriona aa 
would Iwva been a|iplicab1c to tbem during tho war, well as to all fho provisions of the 
pioscnt Treaty. 

Tbe period from August 1, 1914, until (he coming into forro of the present Treaty shall 
be cxdndM in oonsidering thi* time within which a patent should be woilcnd ora trade mark or 
design used, and it is further agreed that no imtont, registered trade mark, or design In force 
on August 1, 1914, shall be eubjeot to revocation or oancsllatlon by reason only of tho future 
to work such patent or use sneh trade mark or design for two years after the coming into 
f orco of the present Treaty. 


ARTicr.B 308. 


The rights of priority provided by Article IV, of tho Tntemstioiial Convention for the 
Protection of Industrial rro|ierty of Paris, of March 80, 18S3, revised at Washington in 
loll or by any nlhor Convention or Statute, for tbe filing or registration of applications for 
patents or moflels of utility, and for the registmiion of trade marks, designs, and models 
which had not expired on August 1, 1914, and those which have urison dnring tbe war, or 
would have arisen but for the war, shall lie extended by eaeb of tho High Contraoting Parties 
in favour of all nationals of the other High Contracting Parties for a period of six months 
after tbe coming into force of the present IVeaty. 

Nevertheless, such extension shall in no way affect the right of any of tbe High Con> 
traoting Parties or of any person who before tho coming into forco of the present Treaty was 
ioMi* JUe in possession of any rights of indnslrial property onnflicting with rights applied for 
by another who chums rights of priority in respsot of them, to oxcrui>c Ktieh rights bv itself or 
himself personally, or by such agents or licensor's as dcrivcil their rights from it or him befora 
the coming into force of tho present Treaty ; and snob persons shall nob bo amenable to any 
action or other piooess of law in resjiect of infringement. 


Anneu 309. 


No action shall bo brought and no claim made by persons residing or carrying on business 
within the territories of Germany on the one part and of the Alliid or Aasneiated Powers 
on the other, or persons who are nationals of such powers respectively, or by any one deriving 
ti tle during tbe war from snch persons, by reason of any action which baa taken place within tlio 
territory of the other between the date of tho dcolaration of war and that of the csomiog 

into foroc of the present Treaty, whioh might constitute an infringement ot the rights of 
iudiistrisl property or rights of litotmy and artistic property, either existing at any lime during 
tho war or revived under tho provisions of articles 307 and 398. 


Equally, no action for infringement of iiidnsirlal. literary, or artistic property rights by 
such persons sliall at any time bo permissible in rc^pcet of tire sale or offiiiug for sale for a 
period of one year after tho signature of tho present Treaty in tho tsrritorios of the Allied or 
Associated Powisrs on the ono band or Germany tho other, of pnxlucts or articles manu- 
factured, or of literary or artistic works published during the periM between tbe declaration 
of war and the signatnre of the present Treaty, or against those who have acquired and oontinno 
to use thorn. It is understood, novertbeless, that this provision shall not apply when the 
possessor of tbe rights was domiciled or had an industrial or oommcrcial establishment in the 
districts occupied by Germany daring tho war. 


This artiole shall not apply as between the United States of America on tbo one hand and 
Germany on the other. 

Aaricn 810. 


Idoeuces in respect of industrial, literary, or artistio preporty ooiiuludL-d before tho war 
between nationals of tho Allied or Assncistoil Powers or persons residing in thuir territory or 
oorrying on business therein, on the ono part, and German nationals, on the other parr, shall 
be oonfddered as oancellcd as from tho date of the declaration of war between Germany and

No liciMice in resj^icct of industrial, liU'niry, or artistio pnqN'rty, granted under the special 
war logis^atiou of any Allied or Ashiciatcii Power, shall be affected by tbt* continued existence 
of any lic<>noc entcnHl into before thi‘ war, but shall remain valid and of full effect, and a 
licence so grouted to the fornuT brneficiarj^ of a liccuoe entered into befote the war s bal ll be 
ooustdered as substituted fur such iiceuec. 
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Whoe sniiM have been paid daring <be war by virtae of a iiconce or agiermcnt concladed 
brfoie the war in nepeot of ngbta of indnatrial pio^ty or for the reiirocluotioa or the represent- 
ation of b'terary, d^iatio, or artistic works, these sume ehall be dealt with in the same 
manner as other debts or orodits of German nationals, as provided by tho present Treaty. 

This Article shall not apply as between the United*StBtC8 of America ou the one hand 
and Oennany on the other.

Exportem will be required to satisfy the Customs Authorities that the 
goods presented for export under this licence are boni-fiJe samples, and 
to make a declaration to that effect on tiie relative shipping documents.

STATEMEN'*’.pF OBJE^\ REASONS. 

The Report of the Joint Select Committee ot ^^overnment ot India Act osntains the 
followir," important recommendations in regard w ‘'elections Tho Committee are them- 
selves firmly convinced that a oompleto and siringent Con apt Praeticcfl Act should be brought 
into operation before the first eicctim f»r the Legislative Connells. ^ There is no such .iVet at 
present in existence in India, and the Committee are convinoed that it will not be less required 
in India than it is in other countries.’' 

2. Kolos have been framed prescribing the qiif^lificabion of electors and numbers of the 
Indian Legisletare and of Govern >r8’ Loj'islativejLtoaocils and for the final deoisinn of doubts 
and disputes as to the validity of any cleotion. fAese rules empower the Governor General 
cr Govwnor as the case may be to appoint Commisriooers to try all such diqiutes, and to report 
to the Governor General or the Governor as the oafi may he, the remdt of their inquiry. 

Under these rules an eleition must be declared yc 'if a oorrupt praotico of .a sorioas nature 
is fsnud to have been committed by a candidate on Any agent ot his, whether with the 
knowledge of the candidate or not. Such ^rmpt ‘pnotices are' bribery, nndno inflaenoe, 
peiBotiatfon, or abetment of personation and deliberate niso statenenta abipat a cipdidate at an 
c'c>otion. The rules also provide that malpraetiees of a less scrions natnie will, duly render an 
vlcotion invalid if thoy mati>rial1v affect the result. Persons found guilty of mslpiaotiees are 
diBqu&lified far varying periods from being oandidatee for eleetion to tho ConnoUs or voting - or . 
acting ne agente at eleotions. Tim role-making power nndet the Government of India Act 
does not enable proviribn to bo made except for these matters. 

8. It is clear that the rules need to ho snpplementod by legialaifon if effect is to be giveii * 
to the reoommen^tions of th" Joint Committee. Tho Govemnwnt qt India think it deei^le 
that advantage shonld be taken of thie opportnuity to make election offenoes part of the general v. 
law of the land,' not only in Kspoot of Legislative bodies, but also in. tha oasd of deetioni to 
puhlio bodies generally. Sparadie legialatiDn hae been undertaken in certain- Pfovinoee hnt the 
majm offenoes, at any rats, qhcnld, it is thoughi^ be dentt within the Penal Code. 
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A The <AJeotg o( tho ' pretent BUI ora tlieiarova two-fold. Finitly, it seeks to inike 
punisbakle unm the ordiiMrj penal law bnberjr. undue influence and personation anil oortain 
other malpmclioee at eleotioos not only to tbo loifialative bodies, but also to membprsbip of 
puMio anUiorities where the law peeeeribes a method of ^ deotion j andj further, to ^bar 
persona guilty of snob nalpraotioM from holding positions of pubtio responsibility for a 
apeoifio period. Secondly, it pcopeMs to empower the Commissionors appointed niwr tho 
' rules reforred to above to ezereise judicial powers of investigatbn in^ rrapecc of elections to 
lomlative bedim in India. As regards other bodies, the matter is '>00 which, in the 
oj^bii of the Governiuont of Indi^ may be left to be deslt with local legislation- 

' 5. Aooordingly Part I of the Bill inserts a new Chapter in the Indian Venal ('ode, 
and makm the ncoeasary amendments in the Code of Criiniual Fmoeduie. 

6. * EleeUon* is defined as induding election to all classes of public bodies whuie such a 
systemic presoribed by law. All persons who have to deal nith fhe preparation of electoral 
rolle and the like and to coiiduot aiqr part of an election arc dculaieil public servants. Thu 
effect of ibis provision is that Chapters IX and X of the Indian Penal Code, which deal with 
offencm relating to or by pnblio servants or contempt of thoir lawful antbority, will become 
applicable to these persons. 

7. The new offenom which it is intended to insert in tbo Penal Code are bribery, umiue 
influence, personation and deliberate fhlse statmaents with the object of prejndieitig a I'aiididate 
at or in eenneetion with dectknw. 

8. ' Bribery ' is defined primarily as the giving or aooeptance of a gratification either 
as a motive or as a reward to any person, either tn induce him to stand as, or not to stand as, 
or to withdraw from beiog, a candidate, or to vote or refnin from voting at an cloctiou. It 
also ineludes ofEBie or agrosments to give or offer ood attempts to procure a gratification for 
any person. Gratification Is already eKplainetl in section litl dF the Venal Gnile and is nut 
restricted to pecuniary gratifications or to gratifications estimable in money. 

Treating will be bribery if refreshment is given or acuepted with the intent required by 
the law. 


U. Undue influence at au election is ddined as the voluntary iuterferenoe or attempted 
interference with the right of any person in siaml, or not to stand, or withdraw from being, a 
candidate, or to vote or refnin from voting. This covers all threats of injury to |ieraon or 
property and all illegal methods of porauasion and any interfeTcnoe with the liberty of the 
oandidatas or tho oleotors. A sub-section is added to explain that tho inducing or attemptiug 
to induce a- person to believothathe will become the objeut of Divine diapleasnn is also inter- 
ference, It is not, however, interference within the meaning of the claase to make a dcolara- 
tion of public |K)liey ora promise of pidic aotioo. 

10. The definition of 'persoMtip<^V>IoHely follortAbu definition in section :il oi the 
Ballot .^t , 1872, nnd oovers both a ^ Awho attempts to vote in another person’s name or 
in a fictitious name, a voter who attcidpmJR) vote twice and any person who abets, procures or 
attempts to inocura such voting. 

11. On the lines of section 1 of the Corrupt and Illegal Practices Prevention .^ct, 1895, 
hise statemeats of fact in relation to the personal oharaotcr or oondncl of a candidate are 
penalised. 

12. It is also made illegal for an>* oim, unless anthnrisod by a ivuididate to incur any 
expenses iu oonoeotion with the promotioj^f the oaudidAte’s uluclion and if by any law accounts 
have to be kept, failure to keep such accounts is made penal. 

13. No proseouUon in respect of tlm offences so created is to bo iustituled except with the 
sanction of tho Governor General in AAnnml,' tlw Ijoeal Government ur seme other officer 
empowered by the Governor Generfa^K Council in this behalf. 

14. Part T1 of tho Hill tols with Ic^lalion ancillary to rulee framed under tb«‘ 
Government oi India Aet providing for inquiries in the case of disputed eleetioni^ and gives 
atatntory powers to tho O-romissionerB appointed to bold in luiries under those rules. 

16. Under elanse 5 the CommissionerB are given the powers of a Court, under the 
Civil Procedure Code to eofinoe the attendance of witnesses and to record evidence, and 
provision is made in regard to other andllaiy matters. 

16. Clause 6 makes tho Indian Evidence Act applioablc to all inquiries and under 
danse 7 doenmentary evidence is not to ho refused merely on tbo ground that a document is 
not duly stamped or n^isterod. '

In addition, hosrerer, to the disqualifications contained in the Insolvsncy law parsons 
within the scope of this clause are disqualified from being appointed troeteoa of public wusts.

‘Ra.itt fg.Tf a wtif'mfl.T y for the seven days ending at 8 hrs> on Thursday, 
the let July 1920. based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

1. Tl ere was a marked break in the Bombay monsoon from the 35lh, but on the 29th 
the area of rainfall began to extend and there are indications that the break may not last 
long. The week's rainfall was in large defeot over most parts of India. 

3. Bnrmat including tie Sag lelauda . — ^Nearly genertl rain fell in Lower Burma 
cxeept on the 30th, and in the Bay Islands except on the 20lh and 27tb. In Upper Burma 
rainfall was nearly general on the 30th, local on the 27th and 28th, and ooeiured at a few 
■tations on three other days. 

Jfo^iaaat Tndia^ including Oriasa. — Rainfall was nearly general in Assam between 
the 24th and 2Sth, in Bengal between the 25tli and 27th, in Orissa and Ghota Nagpur on 
the 23th, and in Bihar on the 2tih ; it ocourrod l(>on]ly or at a few stations during tbu rest 
of the week in Assam, on four other days in Bengal, on three othur days in Bihar, on two 
other days in Oriesa and on one other day in Chota Nagpur. 

Tke United Prwineea, Central India and tie Central TVestneer.— There was nearly 
general rain in the United Provinces mud t' w(wt of the Central Provinces on tlie 24th ; 
rain fell locally or at a few station* tlio rest of week in the west of the United 

Provinues, on four other dayo in the eosi r ^ United Frovinoos and on two other days in 
iho west of the Central Provinoes. In Central India rainfall was liHial on the 24th, 
while in the east of tho Central Provinces a light fall was locordud at Pendra, B.*iipur 
and Jagdalpur. 

IfortAweat India. — In the east and o^Lh Punjab rainfall was local on the 25tb and' 
26tb, and there were a few falls on four other'Uays. In Kashmir light rain foil during the 
week at Srinagar, Sonaraaig and Oulraarg. Over the rest of the division rainfall was 
reported only from- Ajmer, Fort Sandein|i*-''juid Pamehinar, the aggregate fall at tho last- 
nam.d- station being 0*74''. 

Tie Pmimo/a.— ‘N early general rain fell in Malabar on tho 24tb, 26tb and between- 
the 28lh and 80th, in the Koukau on tho 24th, 28th, 27th, 28tli and SOth, and in Mysoro- 
on the 29th ; rainfall ooeorred locally or at a few sta'ions on two other days ia Malabar and 
the Konkan, and on five other days in Mysore. There was local rain in southeast Madras 
on the 27th and 20th, and on the north Madras ooast on tho 25th, with a few falls on tbeae- 
other days and two other days respectively. There was no rain in the Bombiy Dcoean, 
while in Hyderabad rain was limitetl to a light £^l at Nisamabod and two light falls at. 
Baiehnr.

Cultirnti 'U of atitumti erops is procctNliiig generally except in parts where more rain is 
wanted. ^i(IlnJing cr jis are geiiernlly aatiafaetory ex&'pt in jKirls oC the rlry zone and Chiu 
Hills. Cattle disensp is reported fmm ]art« of twenty-one districts but elsewhere cattle 
are healthy. The prion of iinhurkcsl rioe at Uangoun i. uneh-mged at Its. 2U.ito3lO 
]ie^ hundred hsi^kcts which is Its. 75 t>8U above the montlil} normal and He. 25 to 30 
I hove the Ooveriiinent enittml prieo. TJic prion of white rice for specials is As. «80 to 490. 
S-ippliea are sinall and the market is firm. 


Assam. — Pnrlng the woi*k the weather w.'is rainy and favoiiratde. Plucking of tea 
and Sewing and t ran. planting c<f winter rice continue, liarve-ting of autumn rice and 
jute bus commenced. Prosiiccts of crops are generally fair. Cat tic disease is r>‘portod from. 
» even districts. The price of oommon rice cunlinuus to rise slightly in the Upper Aswiin 
V^luy. 


Beng^al.— Exto ting l.onvy showers in some of the northern Br*nga1 districts, light 
to medorate rain fell throughout I Frovincp. Ir has honefited standing crops and ht-liMil 
field operations generally. M ore rsiin is needed especially in the western Ihiiigal dietrigts. 
Fmparatoiy lillagc tor winter faddy is pnc^ling. Ilarvcstingof jute and eaily autumn 
|«ddy, and transplanting of winter piddy, seedlings hare commenced in the lowl 3 riug tracts 
of easlurn BcngHl. The weeding <<f uni'umn paddy and jute is still in progress in western 
Bengal. The average price of couimun lieo has risen by per cc-nl. 

Eiliar and Orissa.— The rainfall during the week was general over the Provinop, 
the fall lieini* moderate in the greater portion of the Tirliutaiid Jih-igalpur divisions and parts 
of t)rissa and south Bihar and light in tho rest of the Province. The rainfall has facilitated 
pre|)aralion of land and sowings and has also improved tho condition of standing crops. 
Sowing of bhatloi orojw has become general and l^at .of hroadcuated paddy has been 
almoet complett-d in districts, ^hxcak in therKis .|f;'^arB to have set in at (he end 
of the week which will la' all to the good if it dot-s tc o long. More min is, however, 

needed in Orisba and Sbahahad. In Puri 154>2|L sons were relievf.'d gratuitously and 
2 'J t porous attended test works. 1765 persons were given gratuitous relief in Cuttack. 
*lhe price of common tiiw has risen in eight distrirts, fallen in one and remained stationary 
in the remaining districts as oem|iarcd with t)i.it nf the preceding week. The average 
price of Ii-cal ctmimim rice at lieadquartcrs was 5*03 seer.4 a rupee against 5*7(> acers of 
tl>e preceding week and that <•£ maize was 7‘f 9 eeiTa against 7*81 seen of the pn-oeditig 
week, (..'adlo disesso is reported fiom nine diatiiota. Ihe condition of standing eroi>a 
in the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chutu Nug^if is rcfiortad as good. 

United Pro^vinees. — The rainfall daring the week was generally gr<od thronghont 
the Pmviiu'C but more rain is still re(|oired In a number of districts. Fmparation of land 
fi-r and s<iwuig of autumn crops continue. Inigation u ..still g-oiig on in plucea. 'Ihe eon- 
dition of stindiiig crops is goixl. Prospects arc taven* /hi. The iHinditioii of agriciillnrat 
Slock is satislaciory. Fodder, water and nturket siippliva axe anificient. Fticea are moatly 
stationary .

W HEREAS, at SL Ourmain-en-Layc. on the tenth day of Sopieinbor. nineteen 
hundred and nineteen, a Treaty of Peace with Austria, includiug protocols and 
declarations annexed thereto, was signed on behalf of llis Majesty : 

And whttress at NeuUly-suivSeino. on the twenty-seventh day of Novonber, nineteen 
Imndred and nineteen, a Treaty of Peaee with Bulgjria. inoliiding a protocol annexed thereto, 
was signed on behalf of His Msji'sty : 

And whereas oopies of tho said Treaties have been laid before each House of Parliament. 
Md it is expedient that Hie Majesty should have power to do iJl suoh things as may be 
proper and expedient for gmng effect to the said Treaties :

Rules for taking: the Census of Cantonments and of Troops 

on the march and elsewhere. 

A. — Cantonmbnt Bazars akp Civiii Limits. 

1. ARent^ and Rules. — The Census of so much of each Cantonment 
as lies beyond regimental or other purely military lines will be taken by the 
Cantonment Ma^strate acting under the instructions of the civil authorities of 
the District or State. The rules to In* followed are those laid down in the 
Provincial Census Codes. 

B. — Military Liiut.*-. 

2. Ag:en 07 ’. — ^AVithin regimental lines, or other piurely military limits, 
the Census will be tnkeu the military authorities. The operations in 
military limits will bo placed in general charge of a selected uflioer, who should, 
if possible, be conversant with the vcrnaeular language in which the Census 
record will he prepared for natives of India resident within milit.ary limits. 

3. Deternunation of Boundaries. — ^I'hc determination of the 

purely military limits within the Cantonment should ho undertaken, tiot later 
than the ISth September J990, by the military and civil authorities in consul* 
lation with each other. The boundary decided on should be shown on a map, 
so that both may know clearly the areas for the enumeration of which they 
are respectively I’cspoiisible. Q 

I-. Scope of Buumeration.— The Census to be tal^^ l^ the militaiy 
authoritioH under thcee orders iviiJ inoludo all persons of w^^cver age, sex, 
raee, or profession, who, on tin* night of the IStli Moj'ch 1921, Re temporarily 
or jierinancntly residing within military limits. In other -words, it will 
include all persons who, though ordinarily residing elsewhere, may on tliat 
sight be st<>])ping temporarily within those limits ; and also those who, while 
actually Ihiiig and taking their meals within (he same, mny he absent for a 
few hours on night duty, etc. 

6. Way in which Census Record will be prepared.— 

European officers and eiviliaii Biiropcaas and Anglo-Indians of good standing 
will, if th«;,v desire, bo suf<plicd with Tlonsehold Schedules on which to enter 
the ueee'.sjiry parth-ulars for then selves, their families and their European or 
Anglo- Tndmn servants. For all other persons the Census record will bo pre- 
pared by Bi.umcrutoi's in the lujiimei desoribed further on. 

— A list should Iw ]H*opnrediii the following form, not 
later thar the loth October 1920, showins every house or other building in the

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7. Heflilitlon of Boose. — If any Inigi*. building has boon divided into 
separate dwellings ox tenements such as married quarters, occupied by distinct 
families or groups of persons, each of these dwellings should be trc;ited as a 
house and given a separate number in column 1 of the Homo List. Large 
buildings not so divined, such as the quarters of unmarried privates, should be 
given only one number. 

Huts occupied by Indian servants should be numbered separately from the 
houses to which th^ belong. Each block of servant’ huts should 1:e given a 
number of its own. 

8. Honae nnmberinar* — While the above list is being prepared, the 
number mitered against each nooso slionld be painted conspicuously on the 
building, so that it may be easily recognised by the Enumerator. 

9. Formatioli of Blocks and dreles. — After the numbers have 
been painted, the houses should be arranged in oompact Hlncks, and these 
Elocks should bo grouped into Oircles. No Block should contain more than 
250 persons, and no Circle more than 2.500. Separate Blocks should form- 
ed for Indian followers and servants attached to British regiments or employed 
by the ofBcera 

10. Appointment of Supervisors and Enumerators. — For 

each Block an Enumerator should be appointed, and for caoJi Circle a Supor- 
visor. The Enumerator is the person wliosc duty it will be to fill in the Ceueos 
Schedules for all persons in liis Block, except thoso for whom House-hold 
Schedules will bo issued us provided in Buie 5. The Supervisor is responsible 
for seeing that all the Enumerators in bis Circle understand their duties and 
carry them out satisfactorily. Non-Commissioned Officers of the regiments to 
be enumerated will usually be selected for thos(> )M>st8. Blocks occupied by 
Indian followers and servants should be placed in charge of Enumerators who 
are well acquainted with their language and customs, such as the regimental 
Eunshi or a Commissariat Indian official.

12. Supply of Ferms. — On receipt of the Oixole Register the Diatriot 
or Political Omoer will at once calculate the number of forms (English and 
veniacular) of each kind requivedat the rate of — 

(a) 1 Cover per Block ; 

(5) 1 Blook Iasi per Blodk ; 

(c) 1 General Schedule for every 12 persons ; 

(cQ 2 Household Schedules for eaoh house in which such schedules will 
be used ;

1 3. Block Iiist. — ^As soon as the forms are received the Block liist, 
showing the number and description of the bouses in each Block, should be 
written uj) from the House List. 

1 1. Instmction of ConsiiB Staff. — The 8ui>ervisoTs and Enumer- 
ators must study very carornlly the Instructions on the first two pages of the 
Cover and the Specimen Schedule on the back of it. The officer in charge of 
the Census must satisfy liiinsclf that they clea>'ly understand their duties. He 
should make them fill in a few entries each in the bound copy of thcEnumera- 
tion Book supplied to Supervisors for instruciioii purposes and ^houid oorreot 
mistakes and give such voxhal explanations as are found to be necessary. 

1 5. The Preliminary Eanmeration. — in Feln'nary ld2U 
etich Enumerator should go round his Block and cuter in his Enumeration Book 
full jMirliculars regarding every man, woman, or child whom he finds residing 
therein, including persons temporarily absent who are exi)rcted to bo back by 
the IHth jVl.ircli. This work should he completed by tlie end of February. 
The entries thus made must be carefully examined and corrected by the Super* 
visor. The officer in cliarge of tho Census should himself examiue as many 
entries as possible in each Block, in order to make sure that they have been 
properly made. 'J'hc bouses should be taken in the order in w'hich they are 
entered in the House J.ist, and exact observance of tho instruotions must be 
rigidly enforced.

He will 
tlius oomplcie the Census. 

17. Bouerk Totals. — Collection and Des^atek Forms.— 

On tlic morning of the ]0th March tho Enumerators will collect all the House- 
hold Schedules that have Ikhui issued and sew them into their books. They will 
then assemble at some place previously fixed by the Supervisor and prepare 
under hi.s instructions the At)stracts inside the Covers, showing the number of 
bonscs and persons, male and female, in eaoh Block. After testing the figures the 
Su])crvisor will compile them into a Circle Summary, showing the number of 
]iorsoiis in the Circle, and tlie various summavies will then be combined into a 
single statement by the oflicor in charge of the Census and sent to the District 
or Political officer as the case may be. TJie Enumeration Books should then be 
packed up at once and sent to the same ofliccr. TJiey should be arranged care- 
fully by Blocks and C'irclcs according to the order sliown in the Circle Register.

Ho should 
at range to make one of the weekly halts on the l8th March 1921. If the 
Prclimii'.ai’y Enumerution was not etTected lieforc the troops left their lost 
cantonment, tho Schedules should be written up during the day. They sliould 
be cheekisl in tho usual manupr after dark. 

Lh Troops in Tmins. — If the regiment or detachment be travelling 
iiy rail on the night of the Census, the Eniimera'ion of the actual troops should 
lie effected by the officer in command at the liist place at whicli tbe men 
alight. The Railway authorities will enumerate the families, servants and 
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foUowora travelUog with the.m ia accordanoo with the general rules for the 
enumeration of peraonstrayelling by rail. 

20. Deiopatoh of Forms. — ^The Enumeration Books for regiments or 
(letachmenfs on the maroh will be sent to the Ifogiatratu of the District or the 
Political Agent of the State in which they are^enumerated. The place where 
they wen encemped at the time of the Census must be reported to the same 
officer. A telegram must also bo sent to him stating the number of i>ersons 
(total males and females) enumerated. 

21. Troops beyond tlte Frontier. — ^Ti^psor military outposts in 
traett of which no general Census is being taken will be recorded in the dual 
tables as belonging to the cantonment or station within the administrative frou* 
tier from which, or in connexion with which, they arc detailed, or which is 
nearest to the post they occupy. Their Enumeration Books will be sent to the 
cantonment or station.

23. Issue of Special Instructions. — ^The Froyinoial Sujierinten- 
dent of Census operations will issue the necessary sulisidiary instructions and 
arrange for the supply of forms, etc. 

23. Census Bxpenditnre. — Cantonment funds will bear all ohargos, in 
connection wiih the actual enumeration, but the requisite forms will bo supplied 
free of charge. Government will boar all charges in connection with the com- 
pilation of the results.

STATEMENT' OF OBJECTS AND REASONS: 


The object uf this Bill is to provide legal authority for the taking cf moaKurements, 
finger imiiresainus, root-prints and photographs of persons convicted or arrested in oonneo- 
tion with, certain offcncc^. The valneof the scientific use of finger impFcsrions and photographs 
as agents in the detivtion of crime and the identification of criminals is vrsll known, and 
modern dcvclopinriits in Dugland and other Rnrupean countries render it nnneoivsaiy toenlarge 
upon the need for the proi]osi*il legislation. 

The existiog system by which the police, in India take finger impmsions, photographs, 
etc., of criminals anil snsiieote-l criininulsis void of legal sanction, except as regaids registered 
members of criminal triln’s, in whose ease provieion exists for the takiug of finger impressions 
in seetion 9 of the Criminal Trilws Act, 1911 (III of 1911). The need for legalbdng the 
pmctice has long lioen recognized, bnt it was not thought exjiedicnt to tako tbo matter up so 
lon g os no practical difficulties arose. InsUnocs have recently been reported to the Oovom- 
mentof India where prisoners have refused to allow their finger prints or photographs to be 
taken. With a view t<.> prevent such refusals in futore it is considered noocssoiy without 
further ‘delay to place the t^ing (>f moasnromeuts. etc., which is a normal incident ef poKoe 
work in India as elsiswhere, on a regular footing. No measaroment, oto., of any peieon will be 
taken eompalsorily nnUaa that |ier&un has been arrested.

Merohant Shippin^r (Wiwlocs Tolcgi-ajiLy) .Vet, 1910, and the Merchant Shipping 
Corvention) Act, 1914 require the compulsory provision of wireless telegraph iiistallationB on 
certain olassen of British ships n-pieten-d in tbe United Kingdujo. Varions classes of ships 
plying in Indian waters do not come within the senpe of these Acts, and the passengetH and oiws 
of snoh ships are therefore unnecessarily exposed to risks which might be obviated if wireless 
telcgmph installations wore insisted upon. It is therefore oonsiderod deumble to legiM^ on 
the lines of tbe Britidh enactments, and this Bill follows closely the Merchant Ship]^ng 
(Wireless Telegraphy) Act, 1910. It will apply primarily to sea-g.iiDg British ships register^ 
in British India« but under section -i, ships other than BribVi ships i'«ieisterod in British India 
wjU also bivome subject to its provisions while they are witnin any p**ft in British India.

The main object 'of this Bill is to bring India into the inter-imperial arrangement for the 
provisimal protection of inventions and designs within the Empiie. 

A snbsidiary object is to enable valid protection to be obtained for invontions whioh > 
owing to war exigonoiee have l)eon protected only in some parte of the Empire bat would other- 
wise bo invalidated by'publioation in other ports. 

^[ndia has hitherto been disqualified for admission to the iutor^mporial arraagement 
provided tor in Section 01 of the United Kingdom Fatenta and Designs Act, 1007, not by 
viitne of tho amendment made in snb-seoUon (5) of that Scotioa hy the Umtod Kingdom 
amending Act of 1010, it is now poaaible for India to enter into this nmtnal amngemeut^ hjr 
which Indian inventors will gain the advantage of provisional protection for thw inventions 
for a period of twelve months in almost all parts the Empire. 

Inasmuoh as Article fiOS of the Treaty of Versailles does not apply to India, it is at . 
present impossible to adopt tlM prooodaie adopted in the United Kinedom and elsewhere of 
extending the periodic provisional pfoteetion under onexgenoy legislation ao as to antedate 
patents for whieh ai^lieation has been d^yed by war eonditioc^ 
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Sevflnil eases haTS occurred in which valuable British inventions oannot be protected in 
India on Ibis aeeount, in spite of' the faot that under Article 308 valid patents will be obtain^ 
able in such cases in Oermanj. 

By making it possible for 'British and other patentees tn obtain valid Indian patents in 
these end similar instances, the proposed legislation may be expected to give an additional 
impetue to the pnigrese of Indian 'indnetnee, by the introduction and establishment of fresh 
indwtries whicdi, bat for the indnoement of the patent giant eonpicd with the restriction on 
importation embodied in Seetlon 23 of the iHrseent Indian Act, might otherwise bo 
permanently excluded from India* 

In order to remove these and eimilar difficulriei. it is necessary that the inter-imperial 
arrangement ahonld be initiated during the life of tho Indian Patents and De^ns (Tempo- 
rary Bnlee) Act. 1915, and it is important therefore that this Bill should proceed at once.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND RE.ASONS. 

The import and export of rOv*blc notes was prohibited nearly two and a half years ago in 
order to cheek the unhealthy speculation in them which was then pret'ailing. Inmrination was 
received that such notes were being manufacture J in vast quautilies without aqy ourrcocy 
backing, and that, in spite of the prohibition of import, they were being smuggled into India, 
and tho Government of India bad reason to believe that it was intended to use many of thesu 
rouble notes for tho furtherance of Bolshevik propaganda. The Rouble Note Onlinancev, VII 
of 1919, and 11 of 1920, were aooordiogly promulga^ with the object of making the possession 
of rouble notes illegal. 

'rUe considerations which necessitated the promulgation of these Ordinauoes have not 
lost any of their forw, and as the last Oidinanoc will exjare in Deoember 1920, legiJation is 
necessary to continue its pro^sions for a year, or for any farther period (not ozcecding one 
year) as may be oonridered espediont, from the date the Bill id passed.

STATEklKNT OF OBJECTS AND BEASONS. 

The Indian Branch of the Indian Defence Force formed in 1917 was an experimental 
measnre and was admittedly an improvisation designed to afford some scope to those who 
desired to take a part in the scheme of Imperial defence during the Gnat War. It was not, 
like the Enropean Branch, prodneed by a jirooess of evolution from an existing Fi>roe. No 
erganisation was in existence and, owing to the heavy demands on the Regular Foroee, it wae 
not at tlial time poasilde to provide trained officers and imtructional' ataffa for separate units 
formed from tM newly recruited material. Cffnseqneiitly, men enrolled under tho scheme had 
to be attached for training to a regnUr nni^ and when that training was completed, th^y 
remaincil members of a formation from whioh no farther demands were made. 

Tiiia fact, at the lime inevitable, accounted in a large uieasure forth# want of enccess ‘ 
which aVi'i.ded the scheme. ThoUnivwrity Corps, some companies of which remained in' 
^ing, alone showed signs of vitality, and it has been proved that in any future reheme the 
oorjiorate character of each unit must be preaerved. 

Tho Bill oonslituting an Indian Territorial Force in protemcdly a measnro of an experi- 
monlal natur.'. It ia inti nde-i to provide a framework on which a Territorial Foroo can be 
built np by gradual development in saeh a manner as (o provide in times of stress a second 
line to the Eegnlar .ymy and tbns, bjT aivanding the fighting forces of Indite to provide 
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For thife pnipoM it i« cwentia) tliai tlio Fovoo to be reiaad ihoald be liable to genenl 
wrriee witbm tibe lindte of Indii. Shotiild it be a ofc ee e ry to employ tbe fame beyond the 
fSEontiere, each emplen^ent will require the apeotal lanelion of the Gorenunenfc of India, and 
the employment of the force oVeneaa ie not contemplated. 

, Tbe proposed orgenieation and terma of^rerTiM for tho T^itcrial Force follow ae oloeely 
ee poeeible the well>tried mcdel of the English Militia. Units will be embodi^ annually for 
a period cf training not exceeding twenty'<^ht daya^ and rectuita will be raquired to undergo 
preliminary training for a similar period. £ach nnitwill be of a piovineial character and 
training will bo conducted ordinanly within tbe province. As enlistment will bo for a period 
of six years and aa tbe time available for annnid training is nmeasarily limited, it ia nut poa^ 
eible to ptodnee tbe deaired result unleae the training he oontinuoua and intcnaive. While 
under training, tbe unit will be adminiateied under the oonditiona obtaining for regular units 
ef the Indian Army, this condition being neoeaeary in order to fit unite of the Territorial 
Force to lahe their place eido by aide with tbe first line in the shorteat poaaible time. 

Speeiol pxoviaion will be made for tbe Univendty Tnuning Go^, in which the |ieriodioal 
trai"i"g can without inconvenience be spread over the period of teaidenoe. 

Details have ncoesaarily been left to Rules and Regulations, aa experienoo alone can deter* 
.pin*, the provisions moat Huitable for a fbroo of this nature. Subject to this limitation and 
to those entailed by the wider sobpo of the Territorial Foroe, the goneral principles ooirespond 
eloBely to tlioso laid down for the Auxiliary Forco.

21st August 1920. 

— During the week iiiin £*11 tliroughout the Provinoe. It was in<Hl<:ratr in 
Ijower Burma anti in the wet none ef Upper Burma and light in the dry ssone. CnUivption o£ 
winter rice is procwling eatisfacterily in Tj<»wer Burma lut has beeu - J'etnniod in Upper 
Burmtt f»r w^t 4f nun. Standing crops are generally good in Lower Bnruia and poor in 
Upper Durme. The health of cattle is generally sati-tfactory. The price of unhuskisl riee 
in Kaiigoon has fallen to Rs. 190 to 199. • White rice Gpoeial} is selling at Rs. '176 £> 177. 

AjEUSan. - -The weather daring tho week was rainy a 'id beneiioial to crops. Uarveat> 
ing c.f autumn rice, jute and yAam crops, pkteking of ha and transplanting of winter rice 
continue. Prospects and outturn of crops aro gt'iierally fair. Cattle divi^ase is rcportiMl Fnun 
eight districts. The prito of common rice is practically ■.taiionary. 

Bengr&L— llie rmnfall during the week was unevenly dutrihuteil, the fall be:ng heavy 
over the greater {lart of northern Bengal and in the Mymensingh district and generally light 
to m deRitc elst'where. The rcoeiit rainfall ha^ facilitated tichl operations. csp«.‘cial!y in north 
Bengal and has iinproviMl pres[s<ol8 of standing crojxi generally. Harvesting of autumn 
paddy and jule is well ndvaiieod in oa*-lern Bengal. Danuign to jntc and paddy hy ftnmls 
continiu'H to h'* reiKtrled from Midnapnr and to jnh' hy insects from ‘ Nadia, MurshidalKol, 
Jc'ssoro and I'abna. The iiveragc price of coiiunoii rice has rallcii by about 0':!6 per eent. 

Bihar and Ovissai. — ^Tbe rainfall during the week was general over the Pruvinoe, 
the fall being mostly light. Tt wa«, however, inoderah; in the Saiital Parganas and .\ngid and 
heavy ill parts of Purnea and 11 acarilMigli. Transplantation of i>addy is bring :etardo«l by 
insufllciericy of rain in piirts of Mu/.aifarpur, Monghyr, Bhagolpur, Purnea ond Maiibhinn. 
Mora rain is still- wanted for paddy in Patna. Shahabad and 8arar . Standing er-tpa .,r», f<n ilic 
whole, doing well except in the flood affected tracts of Cuttack and Puri. .Some iLi.*tmg>' by 
floods has also been done in parts of Darbhanga and Bhagalpnr. In Puri 20, (if''! pc^vona 
were icliered gratoituusly and 209 persons attended te^t Wi-rkv. while in Cntt.vck -t^O b't 
persons were given gratuitous relief. Tho price of comiron riee has ri,.<'n iu live ilistriets, 
fallen in Ihreo and remained statiuhary in the remaining districts as corapaicl wi'h that cf - 
the preotvling week. Tho average price of local common ric<' at hcadi) iiirteis was Bt'ers 
per rupee against 5*29 soers in the iireoediiig week and that of niaiwt ivas 7*SG seers agiutiv. 
7*9-t soera in the preceding week. Cattle disease is reported fi*r.m twi'lve di'-trieis. The con- 
dition of standing cto]> 8 in tlic Feudatory States r-f OrUsa and Chota Nagpur is reported to 
be good. 

United Provinces.- -Light rain was received in most luirts of the Pri»viiie.'s. ^iore 
rain is wanted in places. Slight damage to maixe is reported from parts of a few districts. 
Pri-iiarat ion of land for spring crops, irrigation of uutuinn crops where iict.c.’<sury and trans- 
plantation of rice oontinne.

BaJimtajnA. — 'riic week was generally rainlesN, the maximum fall reported being 1- 
indi Gil cents at (?hhabra in Took. Sowing of sAituinn crops lia« been comptetotl. Weeding 
oontinncR. More rain is lutnlcd generally. Crops are withering or deteriorating except 
where irrigated. .Vgriciillural thx-k is good. Poddcr and water are sufliciont. Prices am 
stationary. 

Couteud ludm.— The minfall during tin* week was light to geai'ral except in 
Jliiodi'ikhand where it is badly wanted. Sowings of autumn mops have been almost com- 
pleted. Weeding is in progrew. Fields are being prepared for spring crops in Gwalior. 
Standing crops are iu fair (o good condition except eariy crops which are withering for want 
of rain in parts of Gwalior. Agricultural stodr is generally in good condition except for 
oaf.tle disease in (Iwalior, Indore, ilaghelkb.and, Malwa and the Southern States. Prioes 
are high. 

Cuntnid Pruvino68.— The weather continues to be oloudy and warm. Light to 
moderate rain fell in alt diatriots except Nimar and Dnldana, enaliling msumption of trans- 
plantation and thinning operaiioae which bad been retarded in rice traota. The ralnfoll 
during the week has also greatly benefited other autumn crops particularly on poor soils, 
which wore withering for want of raoistnee. 'The condition of standing crons is good and 
prospects are favourable except in Ecrar and Balaghat, where shortage of lain continues to 
oause anxiety. Otherwise the coonoinic conditions arc good but mom rain is urgently 
required in most districts. Cattle arc faring well although disease prevails in sporadio form 
in (isris i>f soveral districts.

Prospects of the season are fair Stand- 
ing crops are improving by recent tains but require more rain in parts. Plongfaingi manuring ' 
sowing and transplanting operations are in progross.

operations undertaken up to the 31st May 1018, on the North-West Frontier of India and 
elsewhere in the Indian Empire, including Aden, and in South and South-East Paraia, 1 hfvo 
the • liononr to submit the following despatch dealing with minor opemtiona nndartalfeR 
aubacqnent to that date and up to SOth April 1919.

Tlie lOlo asngned to the Aden Fi«‘ld Fon» wnea-t previ mBly deBnel, i»V, to inaintom an 
■etiTe defence and hurase the enemy. Thi* latter piirpoao nras cunniBion ly nariud oat by 
foeqnoQt Feoonnwewnoeii and minor 0 | etatinne, though autiritice %vero nei.‘e«sar ly iiinitnd by the 
eztremo heat d ring the ourr.mer mot ths, and iit September an oulbieak oC iu'!u4.vi7a to Kuixie 
extent impaired tho etncioncy of the Fi»rce. 

The Ro^ Air Force ooiit>nned to render invahiahle rervico and co-oporatwl with tbu 
ariilk-ry in tno Hyetematio boiaiiardmont of onemy oampa. 

On Ord October a f nfci«Rful attack was made on the enemy po<>itioiie u*^u- riandluy dill ; 
otmeiderable Ires t?aa >nfl<c!cd on thoVmnny who withdrew to the v^^itlity «•£ Kiyiiiih, and miJe 
little attempt to fillow np onr r-uliacquent wi:hdiawa1. On the stSni Oeiuher a rav.'ilry 
Teoonnsi-’pnnrc roaiid ihc enemy's left flana, supported by infantry and artiHeiy, loi to sharp 
B^htiiig against a mixed forsp of Turks and Arabs. The enemy f'cdlowrd up our ultimate 
witbdrawsii through the thick sornb north of Imad in considerable numheni ami with deter* 
minalion. .\rter some clo<c fighting the enemy attack was beaten nil, ' ur troop-t bringing in 
all their w 'niiilud. In thi> and other ekirinishu-<, the Turkish tramps showe i n < detoriura' ion in 
fighting qn:ii;io8 and appeared prepmed to spend ammnnitiou freely when iiectrs*ity ur- kc. 

On the illat 0«*t<>hrr news of the aiinistioe granted to Turkey was teocivod. On the 
2nd Noveinbt'r tho terms wt-rc ooriiumnioated to General Ali Said Pasha, commanding the 
Turkish for- UR at Lshej, and on the 4th of November that ofliosr visited Aden under a flag 
of truce de explained that ho was unable to surrender without the authority of iho Corps 
CSominnnder :it Sanaa, but, negotiations with the latter having iirodnced no result, he 
eventually agriH:d to surrender bis tro 'pB in spite of the onler of the Corps Ci-mmandcr. The 
aurrcfidcr t lok plaoe on the lith of November and following days and totaled ISd cflkers and 
2,420 men with 21- guns and 2,000 rillea. 

Tiahcj was nooupied by ouf troops on the 0th Dooembsr. and the railway bar now been 
extended to the neiglibourhoud of that place. 

The Turkish ('ommandcr at llodcida having refused to comply with the terms of the 
arruist ice, u iotec was landed there during the night, 13th-l4th Oeeembor. The town was 
occupied oil the iiiorniug of the 14th after slight resistance by the Turks. 

The evseuation of the Turkish forces from the Yemen was not finally completed till 
about the end of March 1019. 


II. — SooTU Fxksia. 

The Rritish and Persian forces under the command of Brigadier-General Sir Percy 
Sykes, K.C.1.1S., C.M.G., and subsequently of Cobmel Jt. F. Ortoii, have on frequent oooasiouo 
hc>en engaged in o|iCTatiuuv against the local tribes. 

In my despatch, dated 2,3Td Jnty 1017, 1 referred to Sir^P. Sykes' Mission which 
was sent to South Peisia fmm India for the parposc of iai8in|pa Persian foroc, under 
British offieem, io.assist the Persian Government in rostoriDg and maintaining order. By May 
1918, this force, known as the S' uth Persia Rifles, consisted of two remments of oavaliy, 
two Stories of artilloiy, two oompauies of engineers ai^ six battalions of infantry, together 
with the necessary administrative units, and was organised in two brigades, laoatad in tl^ 
pfovinoos of Para and Kirman, with headquarters at Shiras and Kirman, respeotively. In 
udition to the British oflBcen, the establishment of eaoh unit inoinde a proportion of British 
non-commissioned offioera. 

Tho esoort of Indian troops whieh originally aooompanied Sir P. Sykes* Mission eonsistod 
of only 500 men of all arms, bat the unsettled state of the oonnt^ and the importanoe of 
eeouring the position of the Soath Persia Rifles at Shiras and of kesj^ug cmn a line at 
communication with the roast at Bandar Abbas, necessitated the despatoh of remforoements 
from India. At the beginning of the pariod oover^ by this despntoh, the Indian troops in 
South Peisia (exelnding the nonnsl gwrisons at the Golf Ports) amoonted to 1 squadron, 8* 
eompsniss of mounted infontry, 1 mountain battery and 2^ battalions, the balk of whieh weto 
located at Shine. 

The dreatiim of the South PlWMa Rifles and the presenoe of Indian regular troops in the 
ooun^ ^ wars arisrepraaented through the intrigues of Gtomuui agents in Persia aaa thraat to 
Persian independence. Persistent attempts were made to ondermino the loyalty of the South 
Persia Rifles, and in the Fan Brigade met with eonsiderable siwTiess. Desertions on a large 
aesle bci^ian to ooeur, and it beeame necessary early in May to plsM detachments of Indian 
troeps 10 the Jtostn at Abadeh and Dshbid, to gaud the traasnie and stores and to give some 
SttpMTt to the British offieera of the South Persia Rifles. Attempts to tamper with tm loyalty 
of the Kirman Brigade wore less succassfal, and though the sitnstion gave a cause for anxiety, 
the Brigade remained generally staunch. ' * 

The chief leader of disaftration was the Sanlat-ud-DanUi, D Khani of the Qaahqus, who 
with Naasri-DiwaD of Ksaaran. appears to have ahnedat the eomplets expolaion ef ths British 
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from South Persia. The promise of an easy viotuiy over our troops at Shiras, and of valnaUe 
loot ill thtf 8ha|io of rifles, ammnnition, treasure, and other stores attracted a large following 
but attempts to presoh a holy war were only partially siieoessfol. 

The Saalat^B first step was to lay sirgo tn the South Persia Rifles po-'t at Khaneh Zinian, 
his object: apiitircntly being tn induce a Britiidi force to prooosd from Shiraa to ite leliefi and 
tl'en to f.ill U|Hin it with his main body on itarctatu journey. 

Aooortlintrly, about two thoasand Gasliqais and K.izarania laid siege to the porit, while the 
Saulat hip^ci^lf, with four to live thousand m^-n, occupied a flank position near Khanah Khabis. 
Siinult:iu«ousl\ . agit-ition began in Shiraz city, and the nullahs and other hostile oleiuoote 
became more actively rr«/»-Britisb. 

To d«‘al with the eitnalion, a column 1,600 strong, w.is organised Crjm the troop? in 
Shiraz, mid I he remainder of thegarrisoa wa? c.inccntrated into a previously arranged defeasive 
perimeter. On May 25th tliecolnmn, under the command of Colonel K. F. Orton, engaged 
the Sanl.it nc'.r Deli Shaikh, and iiiftictcd cm him a revere defeat-. Tap oiic.ny show-.‘dFhravery 
and great mobility, frequently pressing to close ((uartore and endo'ivniiring to work round the 
fttnks ; but our tiMops mair.taincd a steady proesnre iu spite of gn>at ditlio.ilties of gnund, 
and after a fight lasting fourteen hours eorupied the etiomy’s camp at Khaneh KhaSi?. Our 
losses amoiin'cd to only 18 killed and 88 wounded, whereas the enemy is computed ta have 
lost killed and 456 wounded. 

The fight at Deh Shaikh was not- decisive as the Saiilat returned to Khaneh Khabis a few 
days later; but it prodneed a very salatary effect on the gcner.il situation. It is mach to be 
rLgrvfted that its effect was too late to |)i event the mutiny of the garrie >n at Khaneh Zinian, 
whero the British cllioer and non*c, m missioned officer in charge of the post were i reaohorously 
murdered and the gates opened to the enemy, on the day on which tlie uetion was fought. 

With the rc-«ppeamncp of the Saulat at Khaneh Khabis, the pwition at Shiraz booame 
one of ocnsidcrablc diffioulty. The troops wen concentrate I in a perimeter of wiilled gardens 
which was strengthened by towers, and arrangements were made for a protraotol siege. The 
chief dangers were the untnistworthiness of the South Persia Rifles and the efforts of agitators 
to foment a rising in the native city. 

As so >11 as the position beoamc known in India, reinforcements amounting to twosqnad- 
fons, twi'- guns and three onmpaoies ivorc placed under orders to Bandar Abbas. Thu distance 
to Shiraz by this ronto is thirty stages a8again->t fourteen from Bushtre, but the latter route 
passes through the centre of the disaffected aima, and deliberate operations in force would have 
been necessaiy to open it up. Owing to the extreme heat and scarcity of water operations in 
the coastal belt are impossible during tho summer months ; hence these ri'iDforcomonts had to 
be sent lid Bandar Abbas : but preparations were set on fmt to utilise the better port facilities 
at Busliiro and to open up the route by a deliberate campaign in the autumn. 

The reiiiforeemente referred to above left Bandar Abbas in two echelons on 30th Jane and 
20tb July. The uiaroh was an exceedingly trying one owing to iho extreme heat, and the 
greater part of it had to be done at night ; bat the arrival of these additional troops at Said* 
abad had a markedly eteodying effect on the general situation, and ensured the safety of the 
Kirman province. 

In the meantime, the Sanlat's force at Khaneh Khabis had been reinforced to about 6,000, 
and agitation in Shiraz city had increased. Some minor skirmishes occurred during the early 
pari of Jniio, and on the 16th the Indian column moved out and inflicted severe punishment on 
a body of KazaruDis and Qashqais near Ahmadaliad, The enemy's losses were estimated at 200 
killed and 300 wounded. In spite of this success, hostile demoustrations ooutinued to increase, ’ 
and on June 17th it became neccssaiy to occupy certain commanding positions in the mty. 
henceforward the position steadily improved. 

The end of June and beginning of July saw many defections from iho Sanlat's force, 
which dwindled to about 1,000 men. Oa July 8tli an Indian column from Shiraz, under the 
command of C'olonel E. P. Orton, decisively defeated this remnant near Chuiar Jtahdar. Tito 
Saulat fled southwards pursued by Sordor Ehtesliam (appointed 11 Khani of the Qoshqaie in 
Saulai's place) with 2,000 iriLesincn and a mixed detachment of 200 South Persia Rifles under 
an Indian officer. His Exoellcncy the Uavam-ul-Mnlk aooompaniod the force. On the 20tb 
July, touch w.ns g^ned with iho Saulat’s rearward about 28 miles north of Firuzabad, pnd 
three days later hie main body was dofcuted and Firuzabad oocupied. . 

Meanwhile information had been received at Shiraz that the detaohment of South Ijtrria 
Rifles at A badeb had joined 1 lie enemy and that the detachment of Indian troops (whij^, as 
explained above, had OMn pul into the wet when desertions had begun to ooonr), was besieged*., 
Etfly on the 10th July, or less than 80 houtz after the tvoopz bad returned from the notion at ' 
Chiqar l^bdar, a relief cjlnmn left Shiraz andcr the command of Lieutenaat-Goloael V. F. B. 
WiHiaroz, D.8.O., and performed a notable feat in covering the distauoo of 180 miliiff in 109 
hotn at the hottest season of the year. No serious (^position was enoountered, add the 
eolunm entered Abadch on July 17tb, the troops bdug too exhausted cJtor theft foroed maroh 
to follow up the enemy's retreat. 
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By the middle of Ootoberi.'SaQhit hed •g^in colleeteil a followint; of aboat 2,20i> mea. 
f ' n Oetober 1. th information wae reoeived at Shiraa that ho had advanced from Farra«1ib.ind in 
the Firomhad Valleyt and that Sartlar Ehteabam and hia es-jort of South Persia BiHos were 
bosiei^ in Kuehk fort 69 miles from Shiraa. A column of Indian troops abonl 1,100 stron.:* 
left Siiiraz under the oommaod of Colonel £. F. Orton on October 20th, and engaged the 
enemy near hiruzAbad on October Strd ami 21tli. After a roveie fi-^lit tlio Saulat was decisiTC* 
ly beaten, hie Io<'scs ioelnding abont^ 160 killed, a hundred of which occurred in one place, 
where two oompanies of the Burma Military Police Menuted Infantry intercepted hie lino of 
Mtreat. This action finally brfku the Saulat'e ))Ower, and out of a following of nbout 2.2(M), 
only 360 accompanied him in his flight westwaras to Farrasliliand. , 

On the day fultiwing the defeat of llio Saiilat, a virulent outbreak oL‘ inilu'‘nza ai.ta>:kiHl 
the enlu.nn, and ro-<nltcd in the l.ss of 227 men out of a total of l,1l>). Tho Senth Persia 
Biflue d-'tachment suffered more severely still, and in tbn siirroutidiiig dislriuts the mortality 
.amounted in ^ome dases to From OU to 20 per cent. The meusiir>‘b la'ian t-r copu with tin 
epidsmie during tbo return io.aroh of the noiumn frtm Firuzabad t-> Shifts^ rellujt great credit 
on all ranks, who showed a Itigh stindard of dineipline and dovoti.in to Ju^y in most tryin.; 
ciKumstanoes. 

Subsequent operations by troops from Shiraz in oo-opcoitixn with troops from Bn^liire in 
opening up t.'>e trade route betweou Uushire and Shiraz have been dealt with in Part 111. 

111.- OPERATIONS OF THE BUSHIRE FORCE. 

As ozpinined in the prooeiUng paragraphs the outbreak at Shiraz in May 1018, ncee<sitat- 
ed the reinforcement i>f lliishire from India with th-r ohjeet of pri‘von1i>ig tbo further spread 
of disorder and of organizing a base for a larger f>;rue sli tiild an advaiiH* on Shir.iz become ne> 
oesBsry. In August, it became clear that deliberate o{)erstions c>>uid no*, he avoided, and the 
following force was therefore assembled at Bushire under tho eominand of Major-General^ 
J, A. Douglas, C.M.G., C.l.E. 

8 squadrons. Cavalry. 

1 battery, Indian Monnlaiu Artillery. ^ 

1 section, l6*pT. 1). L. guns (camel drawn). 

2 seotions, 3-inch trench howitzers^ 

2 field oompanies. Suppers and Miners.

Detachment, Royal Air Force (6 aeroplanes). 

The oonco titration of tliu force was considerably delayed by a e"ToT(i«ontbrc:ik ofinflucoKi, 
and was not completed till the 27th November. 

The ubjeotives of the operations were :•« 

(1) Thu construction of a light railway to DalUd, aud the form it ion of un advanc'-d 

baso at that place ; 

(2) A deliberate advance on Kazemn, in oo-oporation 'with a oolumn from Shiraz, for 

the purpose of opening up tho trade route between Bushire and Shiraz. 

Tho local Persian authorities wore instmoted by the Persian Government to oo-operate. 

On Sratember 28rd, the three hosrile chiefs of Borasjuii, Cli.*ihkutah and TaiUgistaii had 
arrived at Clisghadak, 17 miles fror.r Bushire, with a following of .'iO) men, ,'inil announoed 
their intention of resulting any attempt to construct a railw.ay through tliuir territory. On 
the 25th, a proolamation was issusd by tho Deputy Political Bosidout, stzting tlial, with tho 
concarrenec of the Persian Governrnent, wo were Heading troops lo op?n up the road to Shiraz 
and to oonstmot a railway to Daliki ; that wo would not interfere with peaceful inhaUtints ; 
but that any attempt to oppose us would be soerely dealt with. At tho same lime the Deputy 
Gbvernor wrote to tho Khans poiutiw out the futility of attempting to resist. By tho 26th, 
it beoama svklent that tho Khans hiid no intention of coming to tirins. for their following had 
increased to 000 men and they were busily eng^^d in digging tronuhes. A small o'dumn 
therefore moved out on the 28th aorosa the Mashileh— the belt of mnd flats which oparatca 
Bnsliiro from the mainland— and attacked Chaghadak with oompleto sucTeso. The eneniy fled 
preeipitatsly, leaving behind a oonsidenible quantity of ammunitim. 

Military oonsiderations pointed to an immediate oooupation of Chahknbah, but it was 
eonsiderod ^litioaUy expedient to make no further advanoo for a few Aiys in order to givo 
the Chiefs an opportunity of submitting. This they refused to do, andontw-^ sicoessive 
nighto onr osmp was heavily sniped. The ecdomn sharing been reinforced, Chahkntah was 
ooonpied without opporitioa on O-tobw 9th. da the 10th, a siaall garrison was placed i a 
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the fort at Ahmadi. which «ae found deserted. Owinflf to the soiroiiy alid bad quality of the 
water at these places, the bulk of the troops^ mmsined at All Ci anRV where the supplT, 
tbou((h not Rood, was fa'rly plentiful* The lifirhl railway reached ChaghnrUk on the lOsh 
Ootohor, but owinR to eonvtant breakdowns could only he untd to a very limited extent for 
the carriage of atorca 

On OctoliiT Itih, lirifiradier'Qenoral A. M. S. Elaieie, C.M.O., B«8U*ned command of all 
tiioopa acriiHs the Manhilch. On the loth October, a brothi.r of tha fora or Khan was 
installed ill the fort at Chahkutnh, and the garrison was withdrawn. A mn'ill column of all 
:irnic \vu« then ileapaiohcd to Ahr.un where one of the hostile Cliiefs had eMtabliMhed hia head- 
quarters and where tbo German, W.^csnius-i, was also believed to he-fbut the enemy withdrew 
after lirii g ;i few shots at uur cavalry, and after damaging the fnrt ns much as possible, the 
column uiti drew* to Ali Changi. Horasjun and naliki were oocn pied on October 23rd sad 
29th respectively, uiid the constraeiiun of a motor road between Doras jun and Daliki was at 
once commenced. As one of tho rebel Chiefs »tHl bad a oonrhleruble armed follnwing in the 
Lurtleh valley above Dorosjan, two columns were despatobed on the n'glit of the 30tb October, 
with » view to ra'ding the valley r-arly tho next morning. Thc^ eniYinntered strcniions oppo- 
sition. The Chief himself succeeded in escaping but muoh of bis property and a large amount 
of ammuiiitii>n was destroyed. One of the eolnmns, consisting of 100 liflosof the 1-1 i 7th Mah- 
ratlas, came under heavy Are from the bills above them during the return march, and owing 
tu the difficulty of icmoviiig their wounded, were obliged to halt till aasistunoe n ached them 
next day. In this affair, our losses were l-t kilie*) and 28 woonded. The enemy lost heavily } 
28 dead were counted in one place alone. 

At the end of October the troops entered npon a period (>f road making which cc-ntinnsd 
till orders for the withdrawal of 1 lie force were rcoeiveA The steep gradients and the exe- 
crable oondition of the mule tracks by which the ascent of the Ifalu and Kamarij iiasses is 
made, necessitated mueh hard work before tb^ could be rendered ^wssable for oamels and so 
enable a g eneral advance to l>e made to Kasernn. 

By the 0th Novcniber. the motor road from Borsajun to Daliki was completed, and hy 
the 13th the I ulk of the feroe moved to Daliki and commenced the const ruoi ion of a camel 
road through tho FiliAli Past. On the 18th November, the tup of the Kotil-i-Tdaln was occu- 
pied. In view of the sniping of our camp and Tatiacks on road piequets aetirn was necessary 
against the local inhabitants, inclnding the deportation of the Khan of Daliki and Ids hrother, 
and the dc» tructu n of the villagu of Jamileh. 

The Field Force was fully conevntrated at Daliki on th« 24ih November and a mobile 
colnmn under the command of Brigadiir-Genciul A. Id. B. FIsmie was cc-nstitu’ed, 
comprising the undermentioned units

The 71st PniMbis, 2-94t}i Enssell's Infantry, 2*118tb Infantry, 8 squadrons, 16th Lancers# 
tbe|16-pr. Camel Section, Local Madiine Gnn Section and the 68ia Field Comp'tny, 8nd 
Sappers and Miners, formed the gerrison of Busbire and d^enee Troope on the Lines of Cen- 
mnnication. 

By the 18th Deeemher, a good camel rood bad been made to the top of the Kotel-i-Mala, 
and on the 19tik, the whole of the mobile column, with the exeepiiea of the cavalry ao^ ooe 
section Maehioe Gnn Company, was eoncentrated at Cbanira. 

Beyond the village the old tsask to the Kamarij plain lisea^for some threa'idljM up a 
deAle hetwcen'iocky hills, and then ascends vety stetyly alons the side of a preeipMoor lavme 
to the top. On each side of the pass the hOle, higher than the psm itaslf, an everywhere veiy 
oteep and difficult and in many placee preeipitona. The pass, Mwever, is commanded at a 
range of 4,600 yards from a ugh hill ^hind Cbanim village. The top was known to be nm 
by some 100 to 160 rifles, ud they eoold be clearly seen from the hill overiooking it bailding 
eugars along the ridge. 

Two eclumne were detailed to CMptnn tiia peso on the morning of the 80th onder eover 
of artillery fire frrm the bill behind Cbarim, and fnrth^^vering fiio was provided by one 
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iaUdioii k«Bi itt merwc wkh on* Motion of motiiiM gam poofced on n ridgo south-WMt of 4ho 
para. The mt oolnmn WM diiwtod on n point nbont one mile north of the pMo, bat feikd to 
reneh the erett in time to take any P*rt in the anion or to eat off the enemy's retraat towards 
Babdsr. The right oolamn made a direct sttaok on the pas^ and on the hills immediatdy to , 
the north of it^ me l-56th Coke's Rifles adtaneing in a gallant mannor up pradpitons slopes ' 
commanded by the fire of the enemy's sannrs j bat the covering fire was so aeeuiate tiiut 
the enemy was unable to nse his rifles with any efEeot-, and the suininit of the range was 
reached after a difliealt climb with slight loss two hours after the attack commeneeJ. The 
65tii iUfles then pressed on and oooupied Kamarij village. The position is a mwt formidable 
one, and the enemy, though few io number, held on tenac^ou^ly.. only retiring when our 
advanoed troops readied the commit ; that it ehonld have been oarr'cd so quickly and with so 
few oaaualtics refleots great credit both on the planning and execution of Lue attack. 

On the 25th November, the railway resebed Borasjan, which thca became the advanced 
base of the striking force. fJp to this point the oonniry presents no diflicalty tor a railway 
alignment, but ^beyond Borssjun the ground is nodulatii^ and intersected with n»ila», and it 
soon became evident that with the very limited engineering etaff avsilahlc, the rdlwsy conld 
not roach Daliki before Febrnary at the earliest. Major-beneral Dtmgisa therefore dsdded 
not to wait for the const ruetion of the railway, but to continue the operations with Boiaqun 
as railhead. This neocs'itatcd more transport being sent from Mcsop itamia and India. After 
heavy rain had caused serions damage to the line, necessitating tin- transfer of all Isbrnr from 
eonstrnetion to repairs, ii was finally decided to disooniinuc the extension to Daliki and to 
oonmntratu all efforts o*i oonsolidating tho exntting trsok to Borasjnn. 

The ospture of Kamarij brought the advanced truo; s within ^0 miles of Kazarnn, but at 
this season of tho year the road from Shiraz over the Firi^Zan pass is liable to be blookod by 
snoW and oo*opotation on the part of the Shiraz oolamn was difficult. The latter, oonsisting 
of a mixed force of Indian troops and South Persia Rifles, under' the oommand of Colonel 
E. F. Orten, had suffered severely from an outbreak of influenza, and had been rep.'iited on 
os nnfit to take part in a winter campaign in the high altitndes wext of Shiraz. It was there* 
fore decided to awnit the arrival of more transport to make go?d the defioiencies of the railway 
before making a further advance, and meanwhile to employ the iro->ps on improving the roads 
between Charam and the Kazarun plain. This work, oombined withreconniissance of tbe siir* 
roanding country, oooopictl them till 25th January. S une attempt was mada at first by the 
enemy to interfere ivith working parties, bnt on 27th DeotMnber he was attaokel, an^ our 
troops were uever again molest^. 

'Between the 80ih Detemhor and the Btli January, troops were despatched to Khurinuj 
and the Khaviz valley to deal with the rebel Khan Zeir Khidar who was oompolU d to retire 
to the upper part of the valley. 

By the 25ih January, the road from Chariim was completed to a few miles beyond 
Rahdar, and snffioient transport had arrived to enable an tidvaiice to Kazirun to be made. 
Kazarun was oocumed on the 27th, and eommnniontion was ebtabliahed with the 8hiimz 
eolnmn on the 28tn. 

Nmir Oiwan, tho local chief, bail already left Kaz-irnu som^ dayx f.r.>viou8ly, and had 
retired with a following of 2U(i _ men to Robatak, some 23 miles south-east. * Aeroplanes 
which had arrired from Mesopotamia on tho 9th January, were sent to bomb Robatak at 
the same time as tbe foroe advanced to Kazarun ; oouriderable da nage was done and Natir 
Diwan, deserted by most of hie .following, fled to the hills. 

Ihe object of tbe operations had now been attained ; the trade route from Boshire to 
Shiraz was not only open to traffic, but the road itself had been gieatly improved. By. the 
29th Maroh, wbon orders for tho withdrawal of the foroe wore received, it was possible for a 
Ford van to travel from Kazarun to Shims in a little over seven hoars. Lirgo camel caravans 
aro now moving regularly between Shims and Boshire over country that was formerly o:nsi- 
derad impaisablo for any pack animals exoept mulos and donkeys. 

The Boshire Field ^Fom was confronted by physical oondiliona which demanded careful 
and deliberate vreparation in order to maintain the force necessary for the accomplishment of 
.the objeots of tne oamjmign. The eoeoesa of the operations reflects great credit on the organic* 
ing powers of Major'Ueoeral Douglas and his staff snd is a testimony of tho high morale of 
the troops, whether employed' on nneventful but essential improvements of communioationa or 
in oporations against elusive tribesmen. 


IV.— Assam anii Bveua. 

In the o^n season of 1918«19 punitive moaenree were undertaken in Burma and Asmm 
sMinst the Knki tribes, whoae depiMations had for two Masons been a soutee of annoyance to 
the frontiers of Upper Bnnnai Assam and Manipnr State. 

Operations were neder tbe oontrol of tho Burma and Assam Governments and were 
oarried ont by oolnmns of military pdieeflrom Bnrma and AsMm, with a company of Sappers 
and Minere and osrtoin other regnlw deloils. Lientenant-General Sir II. D’U. Keoiy, K.C.B., 

fUAT *7 
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K.C.I.E., D.8.O., oomiaanilinff the Darma Division, directed the operatione, the executive ' 
oommand being in the hands oE Licutonaot-Colooel (tempofarjr Brigadier-General) C.B.E.P.K. 
Maeqnoid, D.S.O. .The total fbrre engaged amount^ to nbout 6,200 oombatante and S,300 
transport Oi^oliee and other nMn-oombatanhi. 

The area to be fubjugnted uoverud about 6,000 square tnilos wiili a Kuki population 
estimated at 40,000. The whole nC this area is a mass of hills From 2,000 to 9,000 feet high, 
oovored with donso forest thioiigh uhich paths and jungle tiacks are few. 

'fhe plan of oiM'ratioiis was to pi event a combination of the Kuki tribes I7 dividing the area 
into sub-arciis and oiiclosiug the latter by chains of small fortified poets, and to overrun the 
country and harass ihe enemy by small mobile columns and active patrols bused on those poets. 

OpiTutions bognii in November 1018 and aooording to plan resolved thsmaelves into a 
sorii's of operations carrivtl out simultaneously in the various suh-arcas. By tliu end of May 
1910 the plan had beiMi suct-oxsfally carried out, the troops had been withdrawn, and the area 
handed over to the civil authorities. 

The whole of the dialurhed area has been traversed and opcne<l up by 752 miles 
of now bridle paths; all rebel biadcrs of import anoa have been killed tr captured, or 
have 8urri*nderea : the tribexmcii have been thoroughly subdued ; ntitl llio whole area disarmed. 

The ejm|iaign was tlitis brought to a most satisfactory iionoliixiou, and reflects great 
credit on Liriutenant-ticncral Sir H. Koary and hie subordinates. 

V. — TnAHscA<^FrA. 

Conseiiuent on tlie general disruption in Russia and the spread of Bolshevism in Trans- 
casiNa. it bcoame necessary in July lOlS, to increase our force in North-East Persia to 
ooinbat Tnroo-Gorman activities, which were known to liave the close sup]iort of the Bolshe- 
viks and to be diri'Ct^l through Afghanistan against India. 

In the same month an OM/t-Bolshevik rising broke out in Kixil Arvat and A^kuhad 
and spread rapidly along the railway to beyond the Oxus. To deal with this rising, the 
Tashkent Bolsheviks despatched <'an8iderable forces, well equipped Mrith artillery, inauhine giin>> 
and aeroplanes. The Transcaspian troops, who were without any such equipment, were foired 
back ucms'i the Oxns and were in danger of losing their hold on the Merv < asis, on which they 
depended not only for supplies but also for Turkoman support, 'llicy appealed for assistance 
from our force in North-East Persia, then under the command of Major-General W. Mtalloson, 
C.B., C.I.E., and on August 11th two maohine guns with detnchm'mts wers sent across the 
frontier to Bniram .Mi, lo miles east of Morv. 

On Aagiist 12th the Bobheviks drove the Transcapians from the Bairani Ali poMtiuu, 
and the witlidinwal was cjotiriued thmugh Merv as far as DiuhaU. In tlu; ofliciat Transeax. 

S ian report of this lighting, it is admitted that but for the presence of our machine gun 
etaohroeiit, the retreat would have been a deliaele. 

It became evident that unless some further support was extended to the dcmurali^«d 
Transosspians the Bolsheviks would recover the whole of Traiiscaspia st, far os Krasnovodsk, 
where they would be able to get in touch with the Turkish forces then approaching Baku aud 
with the Bolshevik troops at Astrakhan. As many troop- as oonld be sparetl from East Peri>ia 
were thcrofore nciit into Transoaspia and by August 2.otli nur detaohmeut at Kaakha amounted 
to 5^0 men. Gn .\iigast 28rh the Bolsheviks attacked the Kaskha position in forct*. but mainly 
owing to the gallant i nd sk'Iful oondiict of our Indian datachment they were repulsed with 
heavy loss. 

On Augu-t '.Uh a ndnfurccment of one company of the l-fth Bn., Hain|)shire Regiment 
and one sjotion, l-4th Battery, Royal Field Artillery, joineil our force at Kaa'xha from Krasno- 
vodsk. The peri' 111 Augu-t 29th to September 10th was spent in improving the position and a 
Bolshevik attaek on Sc|)tombsr 11th completely broke down un<fer the accurate lire of the two 
British guns. A further attempt on September 18th was equally unsncoessful, but owing to 
the lack of Bufliciuiit cuvalrr we were pniventcd from reaping the full fruita of the victory. 
These saeoessivo defeats appanuitly oompletely destroyed the Bnlshovik moral and the action of 
the 18tli Ssptemhor was their last oEEonsivo ag.iiB8t us for many months. 

Meanwhile, the iinniinent fall uF Baku and the marked increase of Pan Islamic propaganda 
thnmghout Transcaspia necessitated the despatch of further rsinfnroemeuts and on 
September IGth two B«|iiadrons of Indian Cavalry loft Meshed for the front. Tlie arrival 
of these additional tro«i|Hi male an offensive possible and on October lith the Bolshevik position 
at Dusbak was a’tackisl and onptured with heavy loss to the enemy in men and mateiiaJ. 
'IMiu arrival of enemy rcinforocments, whioli neith'*rihe llussiaiis nor Turkomans were prepared 
to resist, neoessitatcil the t<‘mpoiary withdrawal of our troo|iR, but as a result of the action 
the Uolslicviks eventually abandooed Kiishk and the whole of the Merv oasis. 

On the 15th January 1919, our force in Transcaspia was placed under the command of the 
QmiersI OiRcer Commanding, British Expeditionary Force, Constantinople ; daring this period 
no further oporations of importance took plaoo. 

The Forco has !>ince been withdrawn into North-East Persia, where it is oo-opetating with 
the Persian Governnient in x»rotecting Khorasan from Bolshevik iaonrsionio. 
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EAST PERSIA CORDON AND LINE OP COMMUNICATION. 

At explained ia my deapatch, dmted the 13th September 1918, onr cordon of iruope iu 
East Penia had l^een extended early in tfce year as far north as Meshed. As the site of onr 
foree in Norih-Kast Persia increased owin^ to the situation in Transcuspia, this cordon was 
Crradoally developod into a line of aomniu.iieition, and in Sepfemlier 1918 was placed under 
the orders of the Cfenural Offioer Conimaodiiigf, 4th (Qu'^tta) Division. In February 1910 
railhead reached Dnzdap from Mirjnira and the road system rnus thonoc through Nch, llirjitnd 
and 'rurbat-i-Haid.ari to Meshed, wliieh became the headquarters of onr forco in Norlh>East 
Persia after our withdrawal from Transo isp:a. tieyond dealing with minor raid-t hy local 
tribes, no (qieralioiis have been nndortakon on this line of communiuation dninng the £ierio>i 
under review. 

VI.— PUOTIiCTION OF INDIAN tIOASTS. 

Owing to the altered state of affaMS brought about by tbct^igiiing of the arinistioe, it was 
foond pORsihlo in December 1918 t<> suspend, with the umourreiioe of the Secretary of Slat" 
and the Naval Commandcr-in-Chief. Juist Indies, both the {HKeaution.'iry stage in the defended 
ports, and the operation of the Indian Coastal Lwk-out Scheme.

Season and Crop Prospeets for the week ending Saturday, 

14th August 1920. 

Bi^niUk. — Tho nunfaJl «lariusf ilio wpck was general throughout Lower Riirina, 
tha &11 being heavy in tho maritime anti <lolU districts. In Upper Biirnui. the minfall was 
defioiont in the dry aouo and adjacent districts, (’ultivation of winter rice is progressing 
BatufnotuTily in Lower Burma. In Upper Burma sowing of autumn otojjs has bepn completed 
and of winter crops has begun but is being hindered by want of rain. Standing crops are 
^nerally in ^:K>d condition but more rain is wanted . in the dry /one. The health of 
Itvestolc is fair. Tho plioo of lyibuskcd rice at Uangoun is Rs. S0U-2U5 and of white rioo 
(speoials) is stationary at Rs. 48U. 

Assam. — ^The weather is seasonable and hot. More rain is wanted in most distriotg 
for the harvesting of autumn rioe, jute andyisMt crops. Plucking of tea and trans]danting 
of wintw rice continue. The oiit^u and probpects of crops are gCMierally fair. Cattlo 
disease is reported from seveh districts. The price of common rice is pruutioaUy stationary.

B sa g al.— During the week light to motlerale nun fell generally tiironghout the 
Province. More rain is required, esiiocially in nmihern districts for transplantation of 
winter paddy and steeping ox jnte. Elsewhetc liehl o{)orationc are progn'ssing satisfactorily. 
Some dtunage to jute by insect pesU is reported from Nadia, Mursbidabid, Jossote and 
Pahna. Autumn paddy, sugarcaue and other standing crojis arc generally hopeful. Tho 
average prioc of common rice has fallen by about 0*23 jwr cent. 

Biliar and Orissa. — The rainfall was general all over tho Province, the fall being 
heavy in the greater part of Chota Nagpur, (!uya, Cham|iataii, Balasore and Samhalpur and 
in parte of Shahahad, Pnrnea and Angnl and light to moderatit in the rcat of 
the Provinoe. Tranaplantation of winter paddy is going on, but more Tain is wanted 
for the putiKNK) in Darbhanga; Purnea and parts of tho Santal Parganae. Sleuding crops 
are doing exe^t in parts oP Cuttack and Puri where damage to orops has been done by 
floods. Some damage to bhadoi crops bjPexorssivo rain is also reported from Sbahabad, 
Haiaribagh and Palamau. In Puri 20,170 persons were relieved giutuitoiisiy and 2S8 
persons attended teet works, wMlo 4,14tf persons^ wore friven gratuitous relief in Cuttack. 
The prioe of oommoo rice has risen in seven dtstricls, fallen in three and remained station'* 
ary in the remaining districts ac oomparod with that rf tho proooding week. Tho 
average prioe of looal common rioo at headqjortcrs was 5*82 seers a rapoc against 5*40 seers 
of the preceding week and that of xnaise was 8*0.3 seers against 7'SU seers of the preoeding 
week.

United Provixiee. — Good and gener^ rain was again received throughout the 
Provinoee. A break is generally needed. Tho incessaiit rain h-is retarded r^ricultural 
operations for autumn crops and hes oaused some dan):ig<* to croMs in parts of oertsin districts. 
Preparation of land for spring erops and sjwing and weeding of autumn crops continue. 
Transplantation of late rice has begun. Standing crops are doing well except where dainagod 
by excessive rais. Prospeets, on the whole, are favourable. AgriouUural stock is’gencrally 
in a satisfactory oondition, though cattle dis^e is still prevalent in a number of districts. 
Fodder, water and market soppliea are suAhnent. Prices ore mostly stationary.

Centsrail Indict.— The rainfall during the week mtua general. Autumn oiope are teing 
sown and woud«*d. Standing cropa are fair to good, except for dauiagc by centinuoua rain in 
Dhar and Jobat and by rata in Dewas. Agricultural t>(ook is gonorally in good oondiuon 
except for cattle disease in ^Indore, Bagbelkband, Mslwa and the Southern States. Prices 
are nigh 

Central Pnrvinces.— Thu weather oontinuoH to be I'loudy. Narsingpur, Bilaspnr. 
ilalsghab and the distriots of the Jubbulpore di virion received moderate to heavy nun. 
Chaa<b, A kola and Animoti had prantical^ no rain. The remaining diHiricts received 
light showera, nowhere exceeding 84 cents. Owing to insufficient rainfall transplantation 
and bim»i operations have l>cen auspendc<l in rice tracts and tho growth of cotton plants has 
been stunted in Akola an<t Amraoti, where some anxiety is felt about agricultural praspecte. 
Otherwise the condition of standing crops gew'rally is satisfactory at pntsenl, but more mim 
ia urgently xeijulrcd almost throughout the Provinces. Agricultural stoek is generally in 
good condHiou. The supply of fodder and water is somewhat inudoquato in Berar. 
The price of gram in Nptvingpur and of rice in Amraoti rose by one seer per rupeb. 
There were no marked variaiiuus elsewhere. 

Ftndatori/ State»% — More rain is needed in eertain States for transplantation and 
thinning of rice. 

9oiltlMky« — ^The rainfall during the week was general but partial and more^ rain 
is still needed iii parts of Bast Deccan and the Karuatak.

Seedlings are generally thriving 
except in parte of Sh olapar, Bijapur nud the Soutliurn Maratba Country States. Fodder 
weter are adequate. Cattle are thriving. J’licos arc almost etationaiy. 

HydlOVAlMlid.— During the week there was scanty rainfall all over the Itominiona 
The average fall was 51 cents. Autumn crops arc being wevdfd but ptaud laully in need of 
rain in seven distriots and are withering in two. Sowing of early riw oontinues and^ lands 
for spring crops arc under preparation. Water r-carcity is ropuitol' from seven dialriots 
and rattle disease ptevaiia in parts of six districts. Pricr-s of> grains uontinne to bo high, 
showing an upward tendency. Fnar is selling at 4^ seers jrar rupee in the Baichor district. 

Mysore.— Tho rainfall during the week was fair in the Kadur distriot and light 
elsowher^ Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available. ^ Markets are 
well snpplici. Prices of food grains arc high. Proapeots of thf> season are fair. Standing 
' crops are suffering for want of rain which has also suspended sowing operations iu parts. 

Goorif. — ^Tlio rainfall during tbo week was moderate. PlougLing for and trans- 
planting of paddy continue. Cattle arc genentlly healthy. Water and fodder are available 
and pnblio health is fair. Prices of food grains arc high. 

MadraJS* — The rainfall was very heavy in South Kanam, heavy in Malabar and 
Cochin, moderate iu Ganjam, Vizagapatam Agency, Qodavari, Madras and ftamnad, nil in 
Anantopnr and light nr fair elsewhere. The rainfall to date is short everywhere outside the 
west coast and thesunth. Standing crops ore fair generally except in thu Deccan, Vizagapatam 
■uplands, Kistna and Ountur. Tho uuttnrn of the harvested paddy and dry orops is ^netally 
fkur. Sowings of paddy and dry crops are -progressing. Tbe oondition of cattle is good 
generally. Water and pasture are insafficient in parts. Fodder is available. Prices are fairly 
steady. Prospects on the west oo.ist and iu the south are giKsl. Blsowhere, oxoE^t in the 
Deecan, they are fairly satisfactory. In the Decoau, for want of rain, early onltivatioii ie 
limited and cropa sown axe suffering.

Weather in India during Jawr and July, 

The Arabian Sea monswon appeared on the Malabar c<*a:s£ on the normal 
date. Its extension into the Peninsula was d(‘l.*ivc‘d by* rlie formal ion oC a 
storm of! the Bombay coast, but even after its e»t*ih1i.shment inland the current 
has Iteen decidedly loss active than usual from the Central Pru\i aces south- 
trards. 

The Bay monsoon arrived in ]iorthc*i.st India on Juno 13th at about lint 
normal date, hut has ^iven less rain than usual iu B imd .V'iS'im. A 8erie.s 
of depressions ooncuni rated the monsoon cnirroiits mainly in the an a bot'.veen 
Ohota Nagpur and llnjputana. 

The total rainfall of Juno and July iu tlio plains of India was normal hut 
wasyefy irregularly distributed. Thus, while Oris-a, Chota Nngour, the LTiiitcd 
Provinces, llajputana. Central India West and Malabar had cxc'^sos ranging 
from 21 per cent to H? per cent, rainfall was in considorablo defect over the 
greater part of the Peninsula and northwest India.

9. During ibe post two months 'wt^ntber appears to have been mainly eon* 
trolled by the pressure conditions at Mauritius and in South Amcnricn, and by 
the excessive snowfall in the mountains to the north and west. The latter 
has prevented the monsoon from giving widespread rain in the Punjab and 
North-West Prontier Province until the last Aveek of July : the abundant rain- 
fall of Juno in the latter area was due to a continuation of the western depres- 
sions and not to the monsoon. These depressions appear now to be no more, fre- 
quent than usual. It is true that in Rajputana the rain has been heavy in 
spite of the effect of snowfall : but this was caused by the cyclone that crossed 
the Kathiawar coast early in Juno aod by the fact tliat when once a tract 
of coimtry receives a deluge every disturbance that passes seems forced to a 
generous contribution. Por abundant rain in India pressure should be high 
in 8outli America and low at Mauiitius, the former alTecting mainly northwest 
Tndiaand the latter the Peninsula ; also high pressure in South America tends 
to lie^ followed by low pressure at Mauritius, and low pressure by high at 
Mauritius. Beftirc June this year South American pressure w'as low and it 
was followed in June and July by high presBuro at Mauritius, with scanty raia 
in tlm Peninsula ; hut since Juno pressure has been in excess in South America, 
and there is therefore reason for hoping that prossuro may full at Mauritius and 
rain may improve in the Peninsula. But until that occurs the improvement is 
unlixely. 

Pnrthcr indications regarding the rainfall of Angnst and Soptf>mher may lie 
bhtaioed from the distribution of pressure in India in July. That of the past 
month has been neutral as regards northwest India but unfavourable for the 
peninsula, excluding Malabar which usually faros well w'hon the rest of the 
Peninsula has scanty rainfall. 

In northeast Pndia and Burma the monsoon is strengthened by the condi- 
tions which deprive the Peninsula of its rain ; and the outlook is therefore 
favoihrablc. 


Summary. 

(a) Por northwest India, and in particular the Punjab, the prospect. of 
rainfall in August and September is now fairly normal. * 

(4) Por the Peninsula, excluding Malabar, the prospect is distinctly less 
favourable tlian in northern India though there are grounds for 
hoping that an improvement may occur later in the season. 

(o) Por northeast India and Burma the conditions are those usually 
followed by an excess of rain.

RESOLUTION. 


Tbo GoTernmcnt of India have had under consideration for some time past 
the question of the revision of the pay and prospects of the Imperial Customa 
Service and have received memorials on tlio subject from officers of the Servioe. 
They recently submitted proposals to His Majesty's Secretary of State- for 
India, who has now been pleased to sanction the revised rates of pay for the 
Imperial Customs Service shown below. These revised rates of pay will take- 
offect from the let December 1919.

(a) Collectors and non-Civilian Assistant Collectors will count their 
past permanent service in the Imperial Customs Department 
for increments.' , 

(d) Civilian Assistant Collectors will count for increments all continuous 
service in the Department whethfT officiating or permanent. 

0. («) Permanent or officiating OoUectors, whose pay or salary according 
to the revised scale falls short of the pay or salary p/u 9 local allowance which 
they w'exc drawing on the date of introduction oE the reviaiid scale, will bo 
granted a personal allowance to make up • the difforcnce, of which so much a» 
represents local allowance under the old scale will be treated as local allowance. 
Tills personal aliowiince will he absorbed in accordance wii h the principle of 
Article 61, Civil Service Regulations, and in, the c.'ise of officiating Collectors 
it will cease to bo drawn from the date of reversion from the post of Collector.

No. 1279-F.SS. — ^Tho Secretary of State hns been plcaHod to Hanctioii tiiu 
following revised system ot recruitinent and the following revised rates of pay 
for the Indian Finance Department. 

The proposals of the Oovemment of India were laid before the Secretary of State 
in a despatch datofl 0th February 1910 ; their reconsideration was dircc.ied in his^ 
reply dated 31st July 1919, and the revised pn>posals submitted to him were 
sanctioned, with some modifications, in a despatch diitcd Srd June 1020. 

2. The recruitment of probationers will in future ordinarily bo made in India 
only, but it will be supplemented by the enlistment of incmbonT of the Indian Civil 
Service and, to such extent as may be found to Ije necesssiry from time to time, but 
W'ithout any fixed proportion to the total recruitment of the Department, of officers 
recruited in Europe on special terms. RcM^ruitmcnt in England will irudude not 
only men of technical attainments required for special purposes, but also men who, 
besides possessing speraal qualifications, may be looked upon as available for the 
onlinary work of the Department. 

3. Four appointments in CHass 1 dt the General List, two appointments of 
Accountants General on Ks. 2,250 — 100— 2,750, and one appointment on Its. 3,009 
will be rf*Hcrved fur memlicrs of the Indian Civil Service. The posts in the General 
List reserved for the Indian Civil Service are intended to provide for the necessary 
training for ^c higher pysts in the Department and to meet other requirements 
for which training in accounts is necessary. A member of the Indian Civil Service 
brought in for training will not count for the first year of his period of training against 
the four posts in the General List so reserved for the Indian (h’vil Service. The pay 
of an Indian Civil Servitxi officer in the General IJst will be his miy in the time-8c.alo 
of the Indian Civil Service together with fk specitd allowance of Ks. 200 per mensem 
which will count as pay fur all purposes. The senior time-scale of the Indian (.'ivil 
Scn'ice may be .'ipplied to a menilier of the Indian Civil Service in the General List 
after the 8th yesr of servifsc, unless for any R|HH‘iii1 reason the Government of ln<lia 
desire in any particular ciuje to vary the rule by restricting it or tliO reverse. 

4. An officer recruited in England under the comlitions mentioned in para- 
graph 2 above will be plac;ed on the general time-Re;ilf' set forth bohiw at a point 
suitable to his age and will receive an adtliiion to, hi.s pay which will bo personal to 
himself and not fixed by general rule. 

5. OlTicers recruited in India will be on a time-scnlo beginning at Rs. 350 and 
rising by nTinual iiieremcnts of Ks. 50 to Rs. 4 ,400 in the 22nd year of service, .lucre- 
Trents, as heretofore, will be given only for uj»proved service. An officer rccruiU'd 
in India to the Deportment will bcon probation for two y4>ars. during wliieli lie wil I 
bo under training, and will not be eligible fur the first increment ujif il lie has ]'asseit 
the first Departmental examination, nor for the hccotkI iucren cut imtil he has piis.«cd 
the second. Ofilccrs so rccniitcHl to the Indian Finunce Department will be eligible 
for selection to (1) appointments in Class I carrying u progressive, pay of Ks. J,500 
rising by annual increments of Its. 00 to Ks. J,800; (2) appointments as Acf'oniitant 
General, seven of Avhich will be uii a tiiue-seule of Rs. 2,250 rising by annual incre- 
ments of Rs. 100 to Rs. 2,750, and (3) to three spci ial appointments as Accountant 

- General which will carry a pay of Rs. 3,000.

— The interim scale of pay, sanctioned with effect from August SOth, 1019, 
to December Slst, 1919, is that published below as Seale A. The Government

Provincial Services sliould no longer be preserved in its present form, and with 
the sanction of the Secretary of State, they have decided to amalgamate the two 
* services with effect from Janni£ry Ist. 1920. The new rates of pay from that 
date will bo them; published below as Scale B. ^It is recognised that, in order to 
wiMTi faii w tho presont ^^andard of recruitment, it is necessary to preserve some 
differentiation between the rates of pay admissible to officers rooraited in Europe 
and in India, respectively, by tho grant to the foormer of special allowances in 
addition to the Indian or normal rate of pay.
